The articles on three 
candidates will run in alphabetical 
order; the spouse of Mark S. Bailey 
this week, of Reba S. McClanan 
next week and of Meyera E. 
Oberndorf the following week. 

Brenda Ridgeway Bailey won't 
speak for her husband, Virginia 
Beach mayoral candidate Mark. S. 
Bailey, on the issues. But she will 
speak for him as a person. , 

"I think if people got to know 
him, they'd really like him," said 
this attractive brunette with an 
ingenuous manner. 

"As a husband and father, he's 
dependable and consistent," said 
Bretida, an import operation super- 
visor who works in Norfolk's

Brenda, 36, and Mark. 38, a 
newcomer to politics who made a 
name for himself when he ran in 
November against Democratic Sen. 
Clarence A. Holland, have been 
married almost 12 years and live in 
Foxfieid in the Kcmpsvillc Bor- 
ough with their one daughter, 
Monica, 9, a Woodstock Elemen- 
tary student. 

Mark, owner of Bay West Trans- 
port, a family trucking firm in 
Chesapeake, is being backed in his 
race for the mayorship by some of 
the city's top business and profes- 
sional leaders, who say they art! fed 
up with the city's stalled growth 
and water crisis. His (q)ponents are 
incumbent Mayor Meyera E. 
Oberndorf and Councilwoman Reba 
S.McClanan. 

Brenda said she's proud of her 
husband, who, with an underfunded, 
little-noticed campaign, won 47 
percent of the vote against Holland. 

"I think I was more upset that he 
lost, at least outwardly, than he 
was," she said. "He worked so hard 
on that campaign." 

Brenda says she's the "emotional 
one" in the family, and Mark is the 
"more level-headed one. 



"Vm a worrier. Mark helps me 
put things in perspective," Brenda 
said. "His greatest asset is that he's 
always' willing to listen and talk 
things out.

"This may sound hard to believe, 
but in 11 years of marriage, we 
haven't ever had a really major 
fight.

Brenda, a Roanoke 
native, met Mark when she 

was 23, working for a heating and 
air conditioning company's 
Roanoke branch. At the time, 
Mark was a salesman for the 
company's Virginia Beach branch, 
and Brenda, then a secretary, talked 
to him on the phone various times 
before meeting him. 

"He had the nicest phone manner. 
He'd always take time to explain 
things carefully to me, making sure 
I understood," she said. 

"I asked the secretary (at the Vir- 



ginia Beach branch), 'who is that?' " 

She soon got the chance to meet 
Mark, when he was in Roanoke 
visiting some of his family and 
stopped in the branch where Brenda 
waked. 

"He was nice looking and very 
kind," she said. She said they went 
out to dinner that night and the next 
day, took an airplane ride together 
in Mark's cousin's plane. 

After that, it was 1 1 months of 
long-distance romance, with week- 
end trips to see each other whenever 
possible. 

When they married, Brenda 
packed her bags and came to Vir- 
ginia Beach, where most of Mark's 
family lives. He grew up in a part 
of Princess Anne County that is 
now Norfolk, before moving to 
Virginia Beach. 

She said their marriage "hasn't 
been a bed of roses," but she's never 
regretted her decision to marry 
Mark. 

"We've had our challenges . . . 
Our house caught fire when I was 
four-and-a-half months pregnant, 
and we lost everything. 

"Then, Monica was born with a 
cleft lip and palate. I nearly fell 
apart, but Mark sat down with me

"Be on the lookout for a guy in a 
red fez," said George Ramsey, a 
shriner from the Khedive Temple 
based in Norfolk. 

On Thursday, April 15, Friday, 
April 16 and Saturday, April 17, 
approximately 1 ,000 shriners, com- 
plete with red fezzes, or hats, will

cities, including Chesapeake, to be- 
gin their annual paper crurade. 

The purpose of the paper cruside is 
to raise money to provide transporta- 
tion for parents and children to and 
from the patient's home to one of the 
22 Shriners Hospitals for Crippled 
Children and Bum Institutes in the 
United States, and to let people know 
who the Shriners are and how they 
can help child bum victims. 

Last year, 167 children in the Tide- 
water area were transported in over 
200 trips to Greenville Shrino- Hos- 
pital in North Carolina. 

Although the treatment of chiWren 
at Shriner hospitals is free to those 
who meet specific requirements, the 
burden of transportation to and from 
the hospital is left to the child's par- 
ents. 

Shriners hospitals' 1992 budget 
totals S306 million, of which $270 
million is earmarked for operating 
expenses (including $20 million al- 
located for research) and $36 million 
for capital expenditures. 

Since its founding in 1992 through 
December of 1991, Shriners Hospi- 
tals for Crippled Childrrai has taken 
5,332,712 X-rays, given 3,944356 
ouqmtient and outreach clinic visiu, 
performed 466,473 operations, ^ 
plied 548,980 Iwaces and prostheses 
and given 8,946,324 physical thcr- 
apy treatments. 

There are cunendy more than 
130,000 active patients at the h^pi- 
tds. with 27,366 new applicants 
approved during 1991, 

Ctf the money raised from the Vir- 
ginia Be^h japer crusade, 50 per- 
cott will go to the national hospitals, 
with 50 percent donated towatd 
transportation for local patients and

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Council races - ask to j 
hear sp^cipc goals 

In a way, the Virginia Beach mayoral race, and City Council 
races, seem like small potatoes these days when residents are 
caught up watching presidential hopeful Bill Clinton trying to 
win points away from incumbent George Bush while the state of 
the whole nation flounders. 

But as Bush shouldn't neglect the nation while 'trying to 
muster support for his re-election, residents shouldn't neglect 
taking a close look at council candidates while worrying about 
the state of the country. 

The daily paper's local tabloid will include plenty of campaign 
coverage and the Sun will touch on some important issues in tiie 
upcoming elections, but residents owe it to themselves to sec the 
candidates, watch them debate and talk to them. Candidate 
forums arc being held throughout the city, and it's worthwhile to 
check out at least one and, better yet, several. 

When you go, make it a point to try and decipher what the 
candidates' actual plans for improving life in the city are, if they 
have any. So often council candidate debates center around 
trivial points that are virtually irrelevant to how prepared a can- 
didate actually is for office. 

Ask for specific examples of what a candidate would do, if 
elected. The more specific a candidate can be, the more thought 
he or she has probably put into an issue. If the candidate is not 
going to plan well for his or her campaign, it's doubtful he or 
she will bother to plan once on the council. — K.L.R

Says manager's 
money request 
is "appalling"

Note: Ulysses V. Spiva is a 
former six-year Virginia Beach 
School Board member and is cur- 
rently chairman of the Council of 
Urban Bodrds of Education. 

City Manager James Spore and 
Assistant City Manager Deian Block 
appear to have no concern for the 
educational needs of the children of 
Virginia Beach, nor for the plight 
of the quality of our Virginia Beach 
school system. 

The manager's letter to the 
superintendent, Dr. Sidney 
Faucette, along with Block's re- 
marks on public television, 
indicating that the city Administra- 
tion would ask the City Council to 
cut close to $9 million from the 
local funding amount provided last 
year, is appalling to say the least. 
While Mc. Spore has not been in 
town very long, surely he has been 
around long enough to learn about 
the overcrowded conditions in most 
of our schools, due to years of ne- 
glect from under-funded school 
budgeLs. 

Recently, the" front cover of The 
Beacon contained a very disturbing 
picture of our students lined up to 
enter one of the more than 360 
portable classrooms scattered 
throughout the school division, 
making our city look like a shanty 
town. But that is, by far, not the 
worse scenario aboni the state of 
our school division". We have more 
than 500 classes that exceed the en- 
rollment sizes recommended by the 
State Standards of Quality for K-6 
and secondary English. 

Some English teachers say they 
are required to teach English com- 
position in classes of up to 35 stu- 
dents. Several mathematics teach- 
ers have said that they have more 
than 30 students in classes of basic 
and remedial math. Supplies in 
many schools are severely limited 
and teachers frequently use their 



, own personal funds to buy supplies 
for their classrooms. 

Perhaps a few sobering facts 
about funding for our resort city's 
schools will help the new city 
manager and Block to better under- 
stand the seriousness of their rec- 
ommendation for further cuts in the 
school budget 

• Among the nine school divi- 
sions in this area of southeastern 
Virginia, Virginia Beach is only 
second in ability to pay for public 
education, but ninth in effort. 

• Virginia Beach ranks nindi (at 
the bottom) among these nine area 
school divisions in terms of local 
funding for education, and ninUi in 
total funding for education among 
these school divisions. Virginia 
Beach Schools are funded almost 
$1,000 below the state's average 
cost per student 

Just in case Mr. Spore and Mr. 
Block, or anyone else for Uiat mat- 
ter, thinks these are possible 
characteristics, let me remind him 
of the following: 

• The average salary for teachers 
in Virginia Beach ranks third 
(below Chesapeake and Norfolk) 
among die nine area school divi- 
sions. 

• Our school system is growing 
by close to 2,000 students 
annually, and there is a significant 
increase in low income students of 
all racial and ethnic backgrounds. 
This requires more remedial 
insmiction and smaller classes, not 
larger ones, unless we want the 
dropout and failure rates to increase 
significantly above the current 
rates. 

Mr. Spore and Mr. Block seem to 
feel that die Virginia Beach school 
system is just another city depart- 
ment under their supervision. 
Nodiing could be farther from the 
trudj. Article VIII, Section 7. of 
the Constitution of Virginia, 
establishes die legal basis for local 
school boards by providing that, 
"The supervision of schools in each 
school division shall be vested in a 

school board, to be composed of 
members selected in die manner, for 
die term, possessing the qualifica- 
tions, and to the nunjbcr provided , 



by law," 

Thus, school board members are 
constitutional officers of die State 
of Virginia. The school board is a 
corporate body. 

While the city council is cur- 
rendy given the authority to ap- 
point school board members and to 
determine the amount of local 
funding for die school division, it 
does not have die legal audiority to 
"line item" die board's budget and 
determine salary increases for 
teachers. 

The council may approve (or dis- 
approve) certain maJOT categories of 
the board's budget. Teachers' 
salaries is not one of diese major 
categories. Mr. Spore's letter indi- 
cating diat he wanted a 2.S percent 
salary increase for teachers instead 
of the 5 percent increase recom- 
mended by Dr. Faucette, in my 
opinion, should not have been sent 
to die superintendent. 

Evidendy Mr. Spore is unable (or 
perhaps unwilling) to give the city 
employees a 5 percent raise. This 
is probably a case of misfeasance 
and might be interpreted by some as 
malfeasance, tt is a case of 
comparing apples with oranges 
since teachers are School Board 
employees not city employees. 
Perhaps even more important is die 
fact diat die superintendent and die 
School Boaii do not have die lux- 
ury of ignoring the danger of de- 
suoying teachers' morale due to die 
lack of an adequate pay raise after 
going without any raises over die 
past two years. 

We don't need another single 
event that will impinge negatively 
upon die quality of education which 
the children in Virginia Beach re- 
ceive now or in the future. There- 
fore, I urge die parents and citizens 
of our city to get involved immedi- 
ately and let die City Council know 
that we firmly support our School 
Board and Dr. Faucette in dieir 
quest for adequate funding to pro- 
vide a school division that will 
meet die needs of our children. If 
Mr. Spore and Mr. Block share die 
same commitment, 1 urge diem to 
withdraw their opposition to the 
proposed school budget.

Inmates participating in the pro- 
gram develop an increased sense of 
self-worth and usefulness. Addi- 
tionally, their involvement in con- 
structive work minimizes some of 
the dcsuuciivc tendencies dis- 
played by inmates who are continu- 
ally confined.

well in the Princess Anne race but 
right on his heels were Tom Abbott 
and Louis Pace. Again, the winner 
will be the person who can get his 
name out there to the larger public 
vote.

A major contention of die state 
of North Carolina in die Lake Gas- 
ton litigation is that it would cost 
the city of Virginia Beach less. and.

The banner has been taken up, as 
the May councilmanic elections 
approach, by candidates for council 
who have maintained that council 
hasn't tried hard enough to solve the 
water problem.

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Committee formed to 
address Strip traffic

The Oceanfront area has a iraffic 
problem in the summer, yes. 

But a bigger problem is the be- 
havior of the people in that beach 
traffic. 

John Herzke is the city traffic 
engineer who sits on the Atlantic 
Avenue Circulation Committee set 
up under the Resort Area Advisory 
Committee. 

But as the committee met to dis- 
cuss ways to help the traffic flow 
on Atlantic Avenue in the summer, 
he along with other committee 
members, realized4hat they had not 
so much a iraffic problem as a be- 
havioral problem. And some of the 
recommendations made to City 
Council by the committee reflect a 
greater emphasis on behavior. 

Chief among the recommenda- 
tions is an increase in police per- 
sonnel - the unfreezing of the 17 
Police Deparunent positions frozen 
in the fiscal year '92 city budget and 
the funding for 30 additional posi- 
tions requested for fiscal '93. 

The police are needed to provide 
an effective presence to deter viola- 
tions and enforce existing ordi- 
nances. The existing ordinances 
should be more stringently en- 
forced, said the committee, to curb 
undesirable behavior such as noise, 
unsolicited sales and loitering and 
vandalism. 

The committee wants the city to 
adopt a cruising ordinance. Cruis- 
ing gives rise to some of the 
behavioral problems between 15th 
Street and 25th Street during the 
weekend and holiday periods. It 
causes gridlocks and results in in- 
teraction between passengers and 
pedestrians which isn't all good. 

The ordinance, which the com- 
mittee wants council to approve 
before the 1992 resort season, 
should limit vehicular cruising on 
Atlantic Avenue. For some help, 
the city should find out what other 
resort areas are doing, the Commit- 
tee said. 

Last year the police developed a 
tactic thiat deliberately diverts u-affic

off Atlantic Avenue and closes the 
street to all vehicles until ihe traffic 
and density is significantly reduced. 
The committee wants the. police to 
continue that practice but figures a 
more permanent solution, like an 
ordinance, is needed. 

Other committee recommenda- 
tions: 

• Provide on-site traffic direction 
at key intersections of 21st and 
22nd Streets at Atlantic and Pacific 
Avenues be manned by polide, offi- 
cers during peak weekend and holi- 
day hours during peak weekend and 
holiday hours during the resort sea- 
son. 

• Synchronize iraffic signals on 
22nd Street. 

• Reduce uaffic lanes on Atlantic 
Avenue during weekends and holi- 
days. Onelaneof Atlantic Avenue 
between 15th and 25th Streets 
would be blocked on the west side 
of the su-eet by using bike rack type 
devices on Friday, Saturday, Sunday 
and holiday evenings during the 
holiday resort season. 

For future planning, ^ the 
commitiee recommend: 

• Enhanced law enforcement in 
the immediate Oceanfront area 
should not result in pushing the 
problems into the surrounding resi- 
dential neighborhoods. 

• A comprehensive traffic circu- 
lation plan should be developed for 
the entire resort area. 

• Consideration should be given 
to providing additional left turn 
lanes on Atlantic Avenue south of 
25th Su-eet. 

• The availability of off-Atlantic 
Avenue parking needs to be ad- 
dressed in the near future. 

David R. Hager, chairman of the 
committee, said that increased po- 
lice presence in the resort area will 
significantly improve the manage- 
ment and operation of the area.

Bungee jumping is coming to 
Virginia Beacii, but don't expect the 
mayor to be the first to jump. 

When the use permit application 
for bungee jumping was before 
City Council last week. Council- 
man John A. Baum offered the ap- 
plicant, Felix Templeton, a deal. 
He would approve the applicati(Mi if 
Mayor Meyera Obemdorf took the 
first jump. 

Thanks, but no thanks. The 
mayor said only if Baum preceded 
her. Baum didn't volunteer. 

Council approved the use permit 
anyway for Bungee Thrills which 
will have the facility on the west 
side of Atlantic Av6nue south of 
2rd Street. The parcel contains 1.6 
acres, and Templeton, president of 
Bungee Thrills, said that he planned 
to return for permits for other 
amusements at the site. 

For those of you who have been 
in outer space with the Russian 
cosmonauts, bungee jumping is a 
recreational activity which allows 
the daring to experience a free 
fall/dive from an elevated platform, 
using a protective safety harness 
and bungee cords to restrain the fall. 

The Virginia Beach outfit will 
use a jump crane to raise and lower 
a jump basket into the air to serve 
as a dive platform at a height of 
150 feet. 

The site is in the area known as 
"the Loop" to the north of Rudee 
Inlet. 

Questioned about the truth of the 
reports that bungee jumping im- 
proved students' grades, Templeton 
said that the way he understood it, 
he saw one CNN report that quoted 
two students who said the jumping 
causes an adrenaline high which 
helped them study better. 

Templeton said that no position 
has been taken on the lower age 
limit and the maximum age for 
jumpers depends on their physical 
condition. 

As for Templeton. he hasn't tried 
it - yet.

Oh Feb. 25 counciL approved a 
use permit for a golf driving range 
at Shipps Corner and Holland 
Roads. One of the conditions was 
that the applicant, Jay Yang, use 
invisible netting along a heavily- 
treed area which may be developed 
in the future. 

Yang asked that the condition be 
removed, because, he said there is 
no such thing as invisible netting. 
He said that there are very few sup- 
pliers of netting in the country and 
he had called them all. "None of 
them," said Yang, "know what is 
invisible netting." 

Yang had samples with him of 
two nettings available - one black, 
which was weatherproof and the 
other; white. "It's obvious," he 
said, "they are more visible." He 
said that he would be glad to put up 
the black, more expensive nettings 
because the difference in cost was 
(lot to great, but did not see the 
need for putting the netting on the 
south side where there were no 
neighbors. Besides he said, unless 
everybody's drive improves, nobody 
would hit the ball the distance it 
would lake to got the ball to the 
netting. 

Council removed the condition 
but had Yang agree to put up the 
netting when it was needed.

The Virginia Beach public library 
system has installed a 24()0 BPS 
acce.ss line for its dial-in computer- 
ised catalog. 

Business- and residence-users 
with 2400 speed modems on their 
micro-computers may dial 431- 
3024 for this faster on-line access 
to the catalog of the library's 
collection of 720,000 items. 

The 1200 BPS line is still avail- 
able at 431-3060 and is also neces- 
sary for people who use 1200 speed 
modems," The new higher speed 
line not only allows for more calls, 
but at twice the speed it should 
satisfy those pressed for time. 

Since the library initiated its free 
"Dial-A-Pac" (for Public Access 
Catalog) service in November 
1989, use has almost tripled to 
about 6,000 searches per month. 
This is equivalent to the demand 
placed upon any OPAC (On-line 
Public Access Catalog) terminal 
located in each of the Virginia 
Beach public libraries. 

By adding a faster line, at twice 
the speed of the other one, we are at 



least doubling our capacity to pro- 
vide convenient remote service to 
our catalog databases. 

"Wc arc delighted to offer this 
expansion of services to the com- 
munity, at virtually no additional 
charge to taxpayers," slated Library 
Director Marcy J. Sims. "Wc 
know that crowded parking lots and 
lines at the computer terminals are 
frustrating. This enhancement of 
our services directly impacts those 
sensitive issues. U is also a won- 
derful announcement for National 
Library Week, which is April 5 to 
11." 

Library customers with modem 
access can search the catalog at 2 
a.m. if they wish, call the next day 
to put materials on reserve and then 
wait for a notification card before 
they make a trip to the library.

grasses in Back Bay. 

"Fish have nothing to eat and 
nowhere to hid," said Walters. 
"Birds have nothing to eat." 

The population of the Wood 
Duck has dropped considerably, 
and the foundation members are 
currently working to install 200 
nesting boxes in the Back Bay 
area. 

"Normally, Wood Duck's nest 
in things like rotting wood, but 
because they're all being cleared, 
we have to put up these false 
sducturcs," said Walters. 

The group recently donated 
6,000 trees to the city of Virginia 
Beach to plant as a buffer along 
canal number two near 
Lynnhaven Parkway. Walters said 
that this slows down erosion, 
which is what kills the bay. 

Under the city ordinance, re- 
sb-iction or prohibition of any or 
all of the following uses has been 
declared: 

• Watering of shrubbery, 
trees, lawns, grass, plants or 
other vegetation, except from a 
watering can or other container 
not exceeding three gallons in 
capacity. 

• Washing of automobiles, 
trucks, trailers or any other types 
of mobile equipment, except in 
facilities operating with a water 
recycling system approved by the 
city, or except from a bucket or 
other container not exceeding 
three gallons in capacity; pro- 
vided, further that any facility 
operating witli an approved water 
recycling system must promi- 
nently display, in public view, a 
sign stating that such a recycling 
system is in operation. 

• Washing of sidewalks, 
streets, driveways, parking areas, 
service station aprons, exteriors 
of homes, apartments, commer- 
cial or industrial buildings or any 
other outdoor surface, except 
from a bucket or other container 
not exceeding three gallons in 
capacity. 

• The operation of any orna- 
mental fountain ot other structure 
making a similar use of water. 

• The filling of swimming or 
wading pools or the refilling of 



swimming or wading pools 
which were drained after the 
effective date of the order. 

• The use of water from fire 
hydrants for any purpose other 
than necessary governmental op- 
erations 

• The serving of drinking 
water in restaurants, cafeterias or 
any other establishment, unless 
requested to do so by the individ- 
ual being served. 

Walters and Stahl both made 
suggestions as to how Virginia 
Beach residents can conserve wa- 
ter, now that City Council has 
declared a water emergency in the 
city. 

These tips, however, can be 
used at all times for water con- 
servation, not only when an 
emergency hastieen (teclarcd. 

"Some of our thoughts," said 
Walters, "are to make sure you 
turn off the water when you 
brush your teeth, collecting rain 
water to use on your lawn and 
garden, operating your dishwasher 
and washing machine only when 
they're full and composting so 
you don't have to use the garbage 
disposal. 

Walters also suggested repair- 
ing any water leaks in the house 
and using one side of the sink to 
hold rinse water only, rather than 
running the water consistently 
while washing dishes. 

Stahl suggested throwing 
dishwater on plans. 

"It's supposed to be a good in- 
secticide for mites and aphids," 
said Stahl. 

She added that the best rule of 
thumb in water conservation is 
"waste not, want not." 

"I think we've had so much 
waste in the last SO years, I think 
we have to look back on our an- 
cestors or our great-grandparents 
for ways of doing things," said 
Stahl. 

Some "old fashioned" ways in- 
clude using rain barrels, or 
putting a jug or brick in the 
commode, conserving water each 
time it is flushed. 

Stahl also suggested visiting a 
hardware store for items such as 
an adapter for a kitchen sink to 
reduce the water pressure. This 
uses less water.

Rising 11th- and 12th-grade stu- 
dents in the new Tallwood High 
School attendance zone will have 
the option to remain at their present 
school (Kempsville or Salem high 
schools), but must furnish their 
own transportation. The zone ap- 
proved by the School Board in- 
cludes a revision that permits ap- 
proximately 240 students in two 
sections to remain at Kempsville 
High School, to which they arc 
currently assigned. 

The School Board approved the 
Landstown Middle School zone as 



presented. Due to the phased-in 
implementation ol middle schools, 
some rising ninth grade students 
now at Brandon and Salem junior 
highs will attend Salem High next 
year. 

Attendance zones were also ap- 
proved for Landstown, Salem and 
North Landing elcmeniaries. The 
Parkway Elementary School zone 
remains unchanged. In addition, the 
School board approved adjustments 
in attendance zones for Fairfield and 
Woodstock elementary schools.

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In January of this year, Leitner 
and Associates, a Wisconsin firm, 
released a report entitled "A 
Preliminary Analysis of the Total 
Cost for a City of Virginia Beach 
Blended Water Supply when sup- 
plementary water is provided by: A 
Pipeline from Lake Gaston vs. a 
Scawater desalination Plant." 

Thomas M. Leahy, III, engineer 
in charge of the Lake Gaston pro- 
ject for the Public Utilities De- 
partment, presented a response to 
the Leitner study to City Council 
recently, pointing out falacies in 
the study. 

The Leitner report was prepared 
and paid for by the State of North 
Carolina for use in the Coastal 
Zone Management Act (CSMA) 
appeal process, he said, involving 
the Lake Gaston pipeline project. 
A critical part of North Carolina's 
argument in the CXMA appeal is 
that there are other alternatives to 
the Lake Gaston project that are 
cost effective and do not impact the 
environment. 

Before hiring the 

Leitner firm, said Leahy, 
North Carolina contracted the Or- 
lando, Fla., firm of Black and 
Veatch Engineers for advice. That 
firm responded that the Virginia 
Beach, cost estimates were reason- 
able. 

Leahy said that the Leimer study 
assumed that Virginia Beach's Lake 
Gaston project would cost $219 
million when the current project 
cost is $174 million of which $18 
million has already been expended 
and would have to be written off if 
the city pursued water desalting. 
The Leitner study, he said, also 
disregarded the fact that Chesapeake 
will pay one-sixth of the project 
cost. 

The Leimer assumption that Vir- 
ginia Beach will have to fund S88 
million of water treatment and 
transmission facilities built by 
Norfolk and pay Norfolk's water 
rate to wheel and treat the water 
also is incorrect, he said. The en- 
tire Norfolk cost will be recovered 
through the water rate payment to 
Norfolk, $1.35 per 1000 gallons. 

The city's actual financial liabil- 
ity for Lake Gaston, Leahy said, is 
less than 50 percent of what was 
assumed in the Leitner study. 

Leahy said that the Leitner study 
overstated the unit cost of the Lake 
Gaston water by understating the 
amount of water which would be 
needed and delivered to the project. 

Leahy said the study disregards 
the 10 mgd Chesapeake share, un- 
derstated Virginia Beach's long-term 
water demand by 3 mgd, overstated 
the reliable supply from Norfolk by 
10 to 15 mgd and incorrectly as- 
sumed that Virginia Beach could 
access 1 1 mgd from the emergency 
wells on a permanent long-term 
basis. The Leitner study concluded 
that the city needed 5 to 24 mgd 
from the pipeline project with an 
average of 14 mgd. 

Leahy also pointed out that the 
arguments that Virginia Beach and 
southeastern Virginia do not need 
60 mgd of additional water have re- 
peatedly been rejected by the Corps 
of Engineers, the Virginia Water 
Conu-ol Board and the Virginia De- 
partment of Health, local water 
planning agencies and the federal 
courts. 

Leahy's report includes experi- 
ences in desalting in Santa Barbara, 
Ca., and engineering studies con- 
ducted for Marin County and Mon- 
terey, Ca., and Virginia Beach. 

Santa Barbara leases temporary 
facilities located in galvanized trail- 
ers that produce 6.7 million gallons 
of water a day at an average cost per 
day if $7.96 per 1,000 gallons 
based on daily usage of 67 percent 
of capacity. Santa Barbara expects 
to cease the operation when a pipe 
line, similar to Lake Gaston's, is 
completed in two or three years. 

Marin County, where the average 
income is $70,(X)0 a year, decided 
against desalting because it is too 
expensive. 

The Leitner study figures on the 
cost of desalting are as much as 50 
percent lower than the costs of de- 
salting determined for Virginia 
Beach and the three California 
localities. 



The total cost of bulk 

treated water from the Lake Gaston 
project, including all costs from die 
city of Norfolk, will average 
approximately $2 per 1,000 
gallons. Total cost of bulk-treated 
water from desalting, including an 
allowance for blending the higher 
cost desalted water with the lower 
cost Norfolk surplus, will range 
from $4.50 per 1,000 gallons to 
$5.50 per 1,000 gallons, depending 
upon how much surplus water can 
be relied on from the Norfolk water 
system. 

Leahy reports that existing water 
rates, including funds set aside for 
the Lake Gaston project and those 
resulting from the Water ReK)urce 
Recovery Fee, are anticipated to be 
sufficient to pay for the cost of the 
Lake Gaston project and the charges 
assessed by^ Norfolk in terms of 
constant 1995 dollars. Seawater 
desalting would require additional 
water rate increases in the neigh- 
borhood of $2 per 1,000 gallons to 
$3.50 per 1,000 gallons depending 
upon the amount of Norfolk sur- 
plus which is available on a long- 
term basis. 

Leahy also said that a desalting 
plant is power intensive and the 
water system would be subject to 
power shut-outs. 

Leahy said, also, that he did not 
expect a cakewalk through the per- 
mitting procedures that would b& 
required for a desalting plant, and 



that it would take a minimum of 12 
to 18 months to get started. He 
said that he knew of no desalting 
facilities the size needed to treat 60 
million gallons a day. Most 
desalting plants are small • three to 
five gallois, he said. 

Public Utilities Director Clarence 
Warnstaff said that he wanted to 
share with council engineering 
studies done elsewhere. A Southern 
California plant is being con- 
structed - a two billion gas turbine 
electric generating plant for a 
distillation system - south of the 
border to avoid getting air quality 
permits, Leahy said. 

Leahy agreed with Council- 
woman Reba McClanan that people 
are finding new procedures for de- 
salting, but said that "when you're 
talking about tens of millions of 
dollars ... we don't want to exper- 
iment." 

In Saudi Arabia, desalting is 
used. When there is no other solu- 
tion, money is no object, he said. 
He added that "We don't want to 
spend $50 to $100 million for a 
temporary solution." 

Mayor Meyera Oberndorf said 
that some people are saying that the 
city engineering staff has a vested 
interest in Lake Gaston. 

"That was the purpose of the re- 
port," Warnstaff said, to bring in 
estimates from other engineering 
firms with no ties to Virginia 
Beach." 



Economic forecast figures set 
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alized a 161 percent return on their 
advertising dollar, that hotel ac- 
commodations were up, and that 
room nights booked were up four 
percent.

Bar manager, 
activist, police 
discuss issue

F^l Hernandez, genoal manager 
of Chicho's Restaurant, on Atlantic 
Avenue at the Oceanfront, sees 
intoxicated people every utelll. 
But, according to statistics, less 
people in Virginia Beach are 
receiving DUTs, and less people are 
involved in alcdiol and dnig-related 
accidents. Although there are many 
reasons offered, no one really 
knows why. 

According to statistics recently 
released by the Virginia Beach Po- 
lice Department, DUI arrests and 
summonses dropped from 4,414 in 
1989 to 2,062 in 1991, or 61.6 
percent 

Police, restaurant owners and 
Vii^inians Opposing Eh-unk Driv- 
ing attribute this decrease to fewer 
police responding to more calls, 
lower police morale, an increase in 
public awareness on the dangers of 
driving under the influence of alco- 
hol and less people driving due to 
the economy and a decrease in p(^ 
ulation due to Operation Desert 
ShieU and Desm Storm. 

Of the 8,964 accidents in 1991, 
870 were ak;ohol or dmg related. 

This is a 2.6 percent drt^ from 
1990. of 9,206 accidents, with 922, 
or 7.7 percent less accidents, alco- 
hol a- drug-related. 

The total numbCT of fatality acci- 



dents in 1991 was 16, with 10 at- 
tributed to alcohol or drug influ- 
ence. 

Officer Lewis Thurston, 
spokesman for the Virginia Beach 
Police Department, said that the 
statistics compare 1989 through 
1991, and shows a decrease in alco- 
hol related accidents and ak^hol re- 
lated fatalities diat will continue to 
drop. 

"If people are going 
to go out, and they 
know they are going 
to be drinking and 
have to drive later, 

they miiat make 
plans in advance to 
have someone stay 
sober in their party 
and get them home 
safely.**

Thurston gave several reasons for 
the drop in DUI arrests. The first 
was that thoe are fewer officers on 
the street answering more calls. 

Because of the large number of 
military personnel in the area, 
Thurston said that operations Desert 
Shield and Desert Storm also con- 
tributed to the decrease. 



Another reason for the decrease, 
Thurston said, is the increase in 
publicity from alcohol»distributors 
promoting the campaigns that 
friends don't let friends drive drunk, 
don't drink and drive and use of a 
designated driver. 

Thurston said that although 
morale is down in the police de- 
partment, which may be a con- 
tributing factor in the decrease in 
DUI arrests, the police dei»rtment 
is not the only agency in the city 
affected by low morale. 

"I'm not going to sit here and be 
naive and say that it didn't play a 
role in (the decrease in arrests)," 
said Thurston. "But I'm not going 
to say it's a main part of the reason, 
either." 

Hiurston said that a blood alco- 
hol content (BAC) of .10 percent is 
usually the legal limit for a DUI, 
but a person can be convicted on a 
DUI with less BAC, depending on 
the individual. 

Thurston said an officer will lake 
into account how the person was 
driving: whether he or she was 
weaving, crossing the road's center 
line, making wide Uims or has poor 
coordination on field sobriety tests 
administered by the officer. 

Lillian DeVenny, state president 
of Virginians Opposing Drunk 
Driving, said when she initially 
learned of the decrease in DUI ar- 
rests, she blamed the police depart- 
ment, but has since considered odier 
factors. 

"I'm perplexed and at first I was 
terribly angry," said DeVenny, 
whose daughter was killed by a

drunk driver 13 years ago. "But I 
must look at the police department 
for the safety of the public." 

DeVenny said that she does, 
however respect the police, and 
would "put them up against any 
police department because I know 
they've been beautifully trained." 

There has been approximately a 3 
percent decrease in DUI arrests 
across the slate, which DeVenny 
smd she am understand. 

"But I cannot, within my wildest 
dreams, understand such a large dif- 
ference in the number of arrests (in 
Virginia Beach). I'm still counsel- 
ing people who have been hurt by 
drunk driving. I know they're 



there," she said. 

DeVenny said that VODD has 
worked closely with the Virginia 
Beach Restaurant Association to 
increa% awareness of the dangers of 
drinking and driving, and has helped 
propose some of the 85 bills in the 
state legislature opposing driving 
under the inOuence of drugs and al- 
cohol. Not all of the bills were 
passed, while others are awaiting 
legislative action. 

DeVenny said there are many 
precautions people can take to pre- 
vent alcohol related arrests, acci- 
dents and fatalities. 

"If people are going to go out, 
and they know they are going to be 



drinking and have to drive later, 
they must make plans in advance to

The individualized grinding of the 
inks, combined with the meditation 
and the purest of paints and brushes, 
accurately «qXure nature's delicate 
beauty while the vivid cokvs and 
inks pwtray her strength. 

It is this \ay balance of dclfcacy 
and strength that attracts most people 
to this Oriental ait form. 



Capturing an illusive 

bird in flight or portraying a stalk 

of bamboo in Oriental watercolors 
can only be accomplished by merg- 
ing with the subject matter and paint- 
ing through its eyes, not those of the 
artist This aspect alone serves to 
distinguish the true Sumi-e artists. 

This balancing of nature with tech- 
nique, of artist merging with nature, 
is only part of what the Virginia 
Beach Sumi-e Society strives to pres- 
ent to the people of Tidewater, both 
through various art exhibits and their 
free public lecture series. Lecture 
tt^ics have included actual demon- 
strations of the various s\ickcs and 
information on Oriental philosophy, 
the ancient tea ceremony, and Orien- 
tal calligraphy. 

According to Lee Geny Wer- 
theimo^, the society's current presi- 
dent, all of their members are serious 
about carrying on the techniques of 
traditional Oriental watercolor. 

"This brings an inner peace and 
beauty to all who partkipate, be it the 
artist or the viewer," she said. 

Watheimcr once saw a $30,000 
scroll (Ml her hoiwymoon and "fell in 
love with it" When her husband 
suggested she learn how to do one 
hCTself, she started taking lessons in 
Sumi-e.

Jail, fast will most 
likely help Mike Tyson

Fot convicted rapist Mike Tyson it 
is very fortunate that beauty pageant 
contestant Desircc Washington 
came forward with her stwy that put 
him behind bars. Now he has a 
chance, albeit small, of becoming a 

respectable hu- 
man being. 

In jail, Tyson, 
former heavy- 
weight boxer, 
will be forced for 
The— first time 
maybe ever, to be 
still and explore 
his soul. It will 
be the hardest 
thing he has ever 
done, far more 
Hofheimer difficult than 
trying to pound Evander Holyfield 
into a bloody pulp. 

Tyson has already shown signs 
that the inner pain he has numbed for 
so long is emerging - he has em- 
barked on a self-imposed fast. De- 
spite claims that he is "dieting," he 
thinks the fast is a means of rebelling 
against the society and legal system 
which finally saw to it to punish him 
for years of abusing his "power" by 
taking advantage of women. 

The fast shows that^e is hurting 
and desperate to "fight back" in this 
small way. The more hurt Tyson 
feels, the better off he'll be. People 
don't change and grow easily, and 
pain often stimulates them to search 
for new ways of existing. 

Fasting does something interest- 
ing to the brain. As the body tightens 
with lack of food, the faster biologi- 
cally changes, becoming quieter and 
more introspective. For years 
truthseekcrs have used fasting as a 
means to gei closer to their own 
souls.

Tyson in jail is much like an al- 
coholic withdrawing from booze in a 
rehabilitation center, only Tyson's 
crutch was not alcohol, but a fast- 
track shallow lifestyle in which he 
learned to believe he was superhu- 
man and above playing by the rules 
of society. 

Let's hope that Tyson's jail expe- 
rience will include counseling and 
some seclusion. Too much exposure 
to other criminals would most likely 
be distracting to him, as can be evi- 
denced by his recent signing of auto- 
graphs in jail. 

However Tyson emerges from jail 
after serving out his sentence, he will 
probably be better than the way he 
went in. But if pain overcomes him 
and he seeks out that spark of mean- 
ing and goodness inside him, he has 
a chance of finally really becoming a 
strong contender in life.

Jim Iman helps 
kids find a new PAL

Jim Iman is one example of vol- 
unteers who make a difference in 
hundreds of children's lives each 
year. 

Iman started the Police Athletic 
League (PAL) after a shooting at 
Green Run High School in 1989. 
He realized the need for a crime 
prevention program for city youth 
and wanted a way for police to get 
involved. John Winnett and Jeff 
Eaton have recently taken over as 
PAL's directors. 

"There are no bad kids," said 
Iman. "They just need to sec some- 
thing else other than all the nega- 
uve." 

Originally with the New York 
Police Departmeht, Itnan was fa- 
miliar with PAL programs there. 
Liking what he saw, he contacted 
the Richmond chapter to open a lo- 
cal branch. In June 1990, the first 
local PAL group was organized at 
Carper Housing. The program 
started with 125 kids. Today, there 
are 900 kids in the program with 10 
locations. Plans are to eventually 
go citywide. 

Though the program's success is 
hard to gauge so early in its his- 
tory, there are reports of positive 
effects now. Parents tell stories of 
how their children look forward to 
the activities, and there are many 
cases of kids raising grades from 
D's to C's. Long-range effects will 
be evident in five or six years. 

What makes the difference is that 
the kids are made to feel they are a 
part of something goody by giving 
back to the community. Member- 
ship in PAL is a one-time fee of 
$1 . Kids are encouraged to pay this 
out of their own pocket, teaching 
responsibility and offering a sense 
of belonging to the group. 

"Of course we don't turn a kid 
away if he can't pay the member- 
ship fee," said Iman. "The program 
is here to help kids." 

PAL was created to offer an 
alternative to crime by Raising self- 
esteem, encouraging respCHisibility 
and promoting educational accom- 
plishments. It tnrings youth under 



the supervision and influence of 
police ofTicers in cwder to build trust 
and respect between the two. The 
program not only depends on police 
officers but also on community 
support and neighborhood and par- 
ent volunteers. 

PAL is a year-round program, 
open to kids from 6 to 14. Activi- 
ties include basketball, weight lift- 
ing, dance, tutoring, computers and 



field trips. A new program is the 
law-enforcement. There arc also 
plans to start boxing lessons and to 
triple the number of PAL basket- 
ball teams. 

PAL is a non-profit program, de- 
pending on donations and fund rais- 
ers. For further information, call

I shared one (tf the israes tfiat 
concerns me at this time (^ year widi 
Pandora and that is the number of 
rabbits that are sold at Easier wd 
Itter end iq> abused, abMdoned or 
ii^vertendy totured unskilled in 
tenibie ways. Parents thiiik it's real 
cute 10 buy little Suzy die little white 
Easter bunny (chicks share the same 
fmes) when little Suzy is either too 
young and irresponsible and mauls it 
to death or toses interest in providing 
necessary daily care, such as food 
and water. Animals that do survive 
being ditqiped, twisted, squeezed 
and goierally mauled end up as 
unwanted pets at humane shelters or 
abandoned in a local woods. 

"We've picked up a mess of horror 
stories," Pandora told me. She ex- 
plained how those diat are dimiped at 
die roadside are totally incap^le of 
survival. The natural organisms that 
are found in a cottontails flora tract 
have beat cleaned out: bacteria Uiey 
ingest found on natural vegetation in 
die wikl will kill them. M(»t don't 
even know die many types of vegeta- 
tion that wild cottontails instinc- 
tively know to eat. 

Bmdora tokl me about a large 
number of New Zealands (a type of 
domestic rabbit) diat had been aban- 
doned out on West Road in Chesap- 
eake. About 20 pounds of food had 
been dumped along widi them and 
each day, die rabbits wouki return to 
die pileof food because diat'sall diey 
know to eat Widiin weeks, a large 
nipiber of tfiese rabbits were found 
dead on die roads. 

Their tameness crif^les them in 
other ways as they lack die insdnc- 
tive knowledge which allows wild 
rabbits to identify dieir natural en- 
emies. They mfdce easy pickings for 
many predatcns. It wouki be more 
humane to take die bunny to an ani- 
mal shelter or to out right euthanize it 
dian to abandon it 

Now dcm't get me wrong. I'm not 
tiying40 taUcyou otit^itf J^vioea^ 
rs^biL They make wond»fulj^^ 
They have litde odor, no conrununi- 
cable diseases, and many people who 
are allergic to cats find Uiey have no 
proUNns widi rabbit fur. I'm uiging 
you to get a pet rabbit for die right 
reasons, not as a seasonal gift Rab- 
bits are alive, treat diem widi die 
respect diat all living creatures de- 
serve. 

If you are thinking of making die 
commitment of having a pet rabbit, 
and it is just as much of a commit- 
ment as a pet dog or cat, consider 
talking to a rabbit breeds. Pandtaa 
Allen can be reached at 421-9607 
and in Virginia Beach, call Richard 
Daniels at 486-1225. He breeds 
rabbits in dw Kings Grant section of 
die city. 

"Sure, we want to see people have 
rabbits as pets, but we don't want to 
see diem kiUed uselessly. That's 
what letting diem loose is, killing 
diem uselessly," said PfuukHB. I 
agree widi ha.

numl)a' of acci(tents to increase if 
the number of arrests do not. be- 
cause the public will not perceive 
diat something will happen if they 
go out and drink and drive. 

DeVenny credits a portion of the 
decrease in DUI arrests to items be- 
sides the police depaomeai 

"1 do think that public awareness 
is much lietter than it used to b&," 
said DeVenny. "I do believe that 
theeuNiomy has had an influence." 
' DeVenny ^d that people are 
> driving less lo use less gasoline and 
defray costs. 

"We would hope that everyone 
has a designated driver, but do 
they?" DeVenny asked. "I think 
not" 

Hernandez said he has seen an in- 
creased awareiwss on the hazards of 
drinking ami driving on the part of 
customos at Chicho's and two of 
its sister establishmjents, Peabody's 
and Revue's. 

Hemffiidez said he thinks the (te- 
crease in DUI arrests, as well as 
drug and alcohol related accidents 
and fatalities, is a combination of 
public awareness, fewer police an- 
swering more calls and less people 
driving. 

Hemamtez said that all new bar- 
temters and waitstafT at the three es- 
tablishments are required lo take a 
class provided by the ABC board. 
In the course, they are taught to 
spot and cope with people who 
have had too much to cbink. 

"They try to teach you the basics 
of how to be responsible servers," 
sakl Hernandez. 

He emphasized that the restau- 
rants are concerned about their cus- 



tomers' well being. As a result, 
bartenders are encouraged to call a 
taxi or help drunk customers get 
home at the end of the night to 
prevent them from driving while 
intoxicated. 

Hernandez said that designated 
driver programs have been run at all 
three establishments. Free juice or 
sodas are provided to designated 
drivers. He said diat the response 
has been positive. 

"People are doing it," Hernandez 
said. "They say, 'I'm a designated 
driver.'" 

H^nandez said that business has 
not decreased in the past year, and 
hasn't been affected by the DUI de- 
crease. 

"This year we've heea iHisier than 
last winter," said Hernandez. 
"There's a police presence. A lot 
more people are walking. A lot 
more people are riding bikes." 

He said that cusumers are defi- 
nitely being more careful. 

"More people are coming out in 
groups and clusters," Hernandez 



noted. "M(»e peqple are coming 
out with thdr friends, and that has a 
lot to do with it." 

Hernandez said that he does not 
see customers in groups clwsing 
designated driven once (binking has 
begun or telling others to hold off. 

"Usually, no," said Hernandez. 
"Because I think before diey go out, 
they've decided who will drive." 

He said that the increase in 
designated dxivers is not hindering 
the Imsiness. 

"The neat thing is, we're not los- 
ing My mon^ because the ooes 
not driving are drinking more.'^he 
said. 

Honandez said that another posi- 
tive affect of alcohol awareness is 
that tte number of fights are down, 
which, he said, can often be at- 
tributed to drunks. 

Hernandez said restaurants are 
taking drinking and driving more 
seriously than they used to. 

"It's not a joke anymore," said 
Hernandez. "These are your cus- 
maexs."

City Manager James K. Spore's 
first (derating budget, for die 1992- 
93 fiscal yeat, a not especially 
pqwiar - with die citizens who aie 
going to fiEice reduced sen^»s. mx- 
widi city and school employees 
who may not get die sahiry in- 
creases they feel diey deserve, nor 
with City Council members who 
have to answer to their con- 
stituents. 

Spore's prqx)sed $666,143,088 
budget, however, calls for no real 
estate tax increase and aldioi^ the 
pojected revenues are $15,612,661 
(4.2S percent) lower than was bud- 
geted for die current year, it is .8 
percent plater than die adjusted 
budget for this year. 

l^e budget includes a 2i percent 
salary increase starting July 1 for 
all city and School Board employ- 
ees. But before Sp(»e had a chance 
to present his budget to City 
Council last week, city and school 
employees had jdned ranks to woric 
toward a 5 pocent increase.

SELECT THE "RIGHT AGENT" 

One of the most important decisions you will make when selling your home is selecting the rioht agent to represent/market uour 
propgrtV- Unfortunately, many homeowners select a relative, a friend, a friend of a friend, the agent who quotes the highest list price. 

When you consider yourself as the employer, the agent as the employee, and the fact that you are going to pay a salary (fee) of $7,000 
to $70,000 you begin to see the significance of this decision.

SELECTION GUIDELINES 

1 . NUMBER OF INTERVIEWS: Interview a minimum of thrpe different agents. 

2. SPECIALIZATION; Select the agent who has a reputation for specializing in property that is most similar to yours. Specialization 
is as important in real estate as it is in the medical or legal profession. 

3. ADVERTISING COMMITMENT: Insist that each agent give you a detailed marketing plan (in writing) that identifies all forms 
of advertising. This list should identify the size of the ad§, the dates of distribution, color or black and white, picture or verbal, and 
should cover a period of not less than three months. This commitment should be an integral part of the listing contract. 

4. MARKETING COMMITMENT: Clarify other marketing issues such as broker's open house, open houses, signage, feature 
sheets, etc., again in writing. 

5. PRICING: Be objective in regards to pricing! Far too many sellers select the "highest list" price agent. Over-pricing is one of the 
most serious mistakes homeowners/agents make and usually results in extended market time and a lesser sales price in the end.

About 100 animal rights ac- 
tivists recently gathered together 
for a symposium in Norfolk to 
explore the future of homeless 
cats and dogs in the Hampton 
Roads area. 

The convention was sponsored 
by the Alliance for Animals, 
coordinated by Doreen Dykes, a 
Vii]»nia Beach resident and state 
director (tf the organization. 

Dykes said the symposium's 
purpose this year was to focus on 
the problem of the overpopula- 
tion of cats and dogs and to see 
how other cities in the country 
are handling it 

There are about 12 million 
homeless animals euthanized each 
year in the United States. 

Last year, the Virginia Beach 
SPCA received 6,123 animals at 
its shelter: 2,540 dogs. 3,035 
cats and 548 miscellaneoic ani- 
mals. Of diose, 44 percost, or 
2,694 were adopted and 54 per- 
cent, or 3327 were euthanized. 

"It really isn't fair to expect die 
shelters to take care of it," said 
Dykes, tiK owner of four dogs 
and 10 cats. "It's a huge tragedy. 
People just t»ing the animals and 
expect the shelter to And them 
homes. We must l>ecome a re- 
spoaatit eAicaied pubUc." 

In <xda 10 help the Virginia 
Beach community combat the 
problem. Dykes invited three 



speakers to the conference to give 
some input. 

Kim Sturla, former director of 
the Peninsula chapter of the Hu- 
mane Society, offered tips on 
how to motivate legislation in 
the city and in the Hampton 
Roads area to affect the number 
of companion animals killed in 
shelters. 

According to Dykes, Sturla 
was instrumental in writing and 
helped pass an ordinance in San 
Manteo County, Ca., all dogs 
and cats must be spayed and 
neutered unless their guardians 
first obtain a breeding permit.

Last week Virginia Beach adopted 
a resolution accepting conditions of 
the bill.

RepOTtedly, more dwn 250,000 
human lives have been saved dirough 
die implementation of swine heart 
valves. 

In addition, due to die similarity to 
human skin, pigskin is used to treat 
massive bums imd accidoiial skin 
removal.

Also, hog diyroid extracts are used 
toregulaie the human metabolic rate;

If you are a consistrat reader of 
school marquees throughout our 
city, you are probably aware that 
April is 
National 
Library month. 
We are very 
fortunate in 
Vii]ginia Beach 
to have both 
school and 
public libraries. 
Ever since it 
open in 1988, 
the Central 
Library bursts 
at its seams 
almost daily. It 
is a common 
sight to see 
patrons lined 
up to check out 
materials; this 
being reflected 
^^_^_^^__ in circulation 
figures topping 100,000 each 
month. The personnel at the new 
Kempsville banch library wonders 
how diey ever managed in their old 
facility. Even now it's tough to 
fmd a spot in which to sit on certain 
nights - much less fmd one in 
which to park! 

Our school libraries area chal- 
lenged to provide materials to 
support the curriculum. School 
Superintendent Sidney L. Faucette 
is a firm believer that "the school 
library should be the heart and 
soul" of a school. He wants to 
increase access to our school 
libraries and include funding in 
next year's budget to reduce the 
disparities that exist among our 
school libraries. 

Despite staffmg cutbacks and 
smaller book budgets in Virginia 
Beach, other areas of the county 
fared far worse. To quote an article 
in the April/May editicxi of the 
International Reading Association's 
newsletter^ "Reading Today," ' 
"funding cuts are taking a terrible 
toll on libraries. In the United 
States, a nation that promises 
everyone equal opportunity and 
'certain unalienable rights,' 
children are in danger of losing a 
right that is vital to their personal 
growth and success - the right to 
know. By children's right to know, 
I mean the right to learn regardless 
of sex, color, ethnic background, 
physical abilities, or economic 
status. Along with u;acha^, 
librarians have always bera 
protectors of this right, providing 
access to the millions of books and 
other resources available for free in 
U.S. libraries. But, like schools, 
libraries are expoiencing deep 
fimding cuts that are drastically 
affecting the level of service they 
can provide. 
"All over the country, libraries

are being forced to reduce their 
hours, slash book budgets, and in 
some cases, close their doors all 
togethCT. Children are at the 
greatest risk because they depend 
so much on new knowledge for 
their intellectual and emotional 
growth. Of course, die primary 
place for formal education is the 
classroom, but library use is 
another essential element in 
learning, especially in learning to 
read. Studies show that children 
who use the library tend to do 
better in school, and that library 
programs, such as afterschool and 
summer reading clubs, encourage a 
natural interest in books that can 
wane if not supported. When these 
programs are cut, children lose 
access to important learning 
exp^oices. 

"In California, for example, there 
is only one certified school 
lilxarian for every 4,000 students. 
School libraries are often staffed by 
clerks or PTA volunteers, and may 
not be open every day. Typically, 
their book collections are small and 
^minated by older works. The 
problem is especially serious in 
elementary and junior high schools, 
which often have no real library 
services at all. Oiehij^ school i' 
librarian in California recently 
noted, "It's not unusual for 
eleventh grade students to come 
into the library and tell me they're 
checking out a bode f(x the first 
time in their hves." 

All people who care about 
libraries are urged to contact the 
American Library Association at 1- 
800-530-8888 to register their 
support ALA will use the names 
and comments of those who call to 
show legislators how strongly 
Americans feel about preserving 
their libraries. 

Children look to us to prepare 
them for the 21st century.

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calities which have the resources. 

Holland likened the payment, 
which would be divided among the 
10 localities, to a toll fee or an oil 
tax. Up until now, he said, "we 
have not been able to get anyone on 
the State level to speak for Virginia 
Beach. It's the first time State 
officials took a position in favor of 
us." 

He also pointed out that the 
payments were not a mandate but 
an ^leement, a |»ct. He also noted 
that the bill had the complete sup- 
port of the southeastern Virginia 
delegation. 

Councilwoman Nancy Parker 
wanted to know how the action 
would speed up the court system. 
The Lake Gaston project has been 
mired in litigation with the State of 
North Carolina. 

"I hope the Attorney General 
stands up with us (in court)," said 
Holland. Also, he said, it will help 
relieve the pressure from the 10 lo- 
calities, two of which already have 
filed law suits against Virginia 
Beach. "It doesn't mean (the State) 
will give you any money," he 
added. The help will come in a po- 
litical form. 

No payments are to be made until 
the project is built and the water 
withdrawn, but the act provides for 
renegotiation of the terms 10 years 
after the water withdrawals begin. 
"In 10 years," said Holland, "we 
hope we'll have a plan (for the 
state)." 

Some council members who had 
not been informed of the bill prior 
to its passage originally had ex- 
pressed annoyance at being excluded 
from the process, but nothing was 
said last week. 

Public Utilities Director Clarence 
Wamstaff said that the bill means 
that if North Carolina wants to dis- 
pute Virginia Beach's right to the 
water, that State will have to fight 
Virginia. "The bill improves our 
city's position on what we refer to 
as downstream water," he said. 

The miniinum annual 
payment to the ten localities is 
$985,500 for 45 mgd at six cents 
per 1,0(X) gallons; and the maxi- 
mum is $1,368,750 for 45 mgd at 
six cents per 1,000 gallons and 15 
mgd at seven cents per 1,^^ gal- 
lons. 

Costs would be distributed 
among the user localities (Virginia 
Beach, Chesapeake, Franklin, Isle 
of Wight and possibly Suffolk). 
All the user loc^ities will be asked 
to agree to the provisions of the 
acL 

Warnstaff cautioned that the 
General Assembly action will not 



guarantee the city's success in the 
litigation. "There are no guarantees 
in the arena. The issue is time and 
we believe this bill will expedite 
the project. The problem is not 
technical or factual but political." 
The act also means tlutt: 

• Virginia riparian rights will 
not be abridged - only Virginia 
Power and the federal government 
would be affected and they have 
consented to the removal of water 
from Lake Gaston and the use of 
storage in Kerr Reservoir. 

• No payments need to be made 
unless all ten Virginia localities in 
the Roanoke River basin adopt res- 
olutions by June 30, 1992, agree- 
ing to dismiss their lawsuits, with 
prejudice, and cease and desist fur- 
ther opposition to the Lake Gaston 
Project. If any one of them refuses 
to agree, Virginia Beach, Chesa- 
peake and southeast Virginia still 
receives all the benefits of the water 
allocation statute without having to 
pay anything under the act. 

• The region's right to the water 
is now unassailable. 

• The act is an exercise of 
sovereign power by the Common- 
wealth of Virginia over its share of 
the Roanoke River. 

• The act is a legislative en- 
dorsement of the State Water Con- 
trol Board's conclusion that the 
Lake Gaston Project is the best so- 
lution to southeastern Virginia's 
water supply needs. This should 
significantly improve the city's po- 
sition in proceedings now pending 
before the Federal Energy Regula- 
tory Commission and the secretary 
of commerce. 

The total 1992 value of payments 
per decade, assuming payments be- 
gin in 1997 at an average interest 
rate of seven percent, would be $5 
million for the 45 mgd for the first 
10 years; $3.5 million for the sec- 
ond 10 years at 60 mgd; $1.8 mil- 
lion for the third 10 years at 60 
mgd, and $900,000 for the fourth 
10 years at for 60 mgd. 

Bob Jones, chairman of the board 
of the Hampton Roads Chamber of 
Commerce - Virginia Beach, and 
Michael Barrett, also representing 
the Hampton Roads Chamber of 
Commerce, both urged support of 
the resolution. 

Barrett said that some argue that 
payments are not necessary, b\it 
finding out is not worth the risk. ' 

Councilman Louis R. Jones, 
who with Vice Mayor Robert E. 
Fentress form the council's Task 
Force on Lake Gaston, said that the 
task force decided support of the 
resolution was in the best interest 
of the city - "while we don't neces- 
sarily like all parts, such as the 
payments."

Holland likened the payment, 
which would be divided among the 
10 localities, to a toll fee or an oil 
tax. Up until now, he said, "we 
have not been able to get anyone on 
the State level to speak for Virginia 
Beach. It's the first time State 
ofHcials took a position in favor of 
us." 

He also pointed out that the 
payments were not a mandate but 
an agreement, a pact. He also noted 
that the bill had the complete sup- 
port of the southeastern Virginia 
delegation. 

Councilwoman Nancy Parker 
wanted to know how the action 
would speed up the court system. 
The Lake Gaston project has been 
mired in litigation with the State of 
North Carolina. 

"I hope the Attorney General 
stands up with us (in court)," said 
Holland. Also, he said, it will help 
relieve the pressure from the 10 lo- 
calities, two of which already have 
filed law suits against Virginia 
Beach. "It doesn't mean (the State) 
will give you any money," he 
added. The help will come in a po- 
litical form. 

No payments are to be made until 
the project is built and the water 
withdrawn, but the act provides for 
renegotiation of the terms 10 years 
after the water withdrawals begin. 
"In 10 years," said Holland, "we 
hope we'll have a plan (for the 
state)." 

Some council members who had 
not been informed of the bill prior 
to its passage originally had ex- 
pressed annoyance at being excluded 
from the process, but nothing was 
said last week.

If any one of them refuses 
to agree, Virginia Beach, Chesa- 
peake and southeast Virginia still 
receives all the benefits of the water 
allocation statute wiUiout having to 
pay anything under the act. 

• The region's right to the water 
is now unassailable. 

• The act is an exercise of 
sovereign power by the Common- 
wealth of Virginia over its share of 
the Roanoke River. 

• The act is a legislative en- 
dorsement of the State Water Con- 
trol Board's conclusion that the 
Lake Gaston Project is the best so- 
lution to southeastern Virginia's 
water supply needs. This should 
significantly improve the city's po- 
sition in proceedings now pending 
before the Federal Energy Regula- 
tory Commission and the secretary 
of commerce. 

The total 1992 value of payments 
per decade, assuming payments be- 
gin in 1997 at an average interest 
rate of seven percent, would be $5 
million for the 45 mgd for the furst 
10 years; $3.5 million for the sec- 
ond 10 years at 60 mgd; $1.8 mil- 
lion for the third 10 years at 60 
mgd, and $900,000 for the fourth 
10 years at for 60 mgd. 

Bob Jones, chairman of the board 
of the Hampton Roads Chamber of 
Commerce - Virginia Beach, and 
Michael Barrett, also representing 
the Hampton Roads Chamber of 
Commerce, both urged support of 
the resolution.

City needs $9.4 million to update golf courses 
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lems. The commiitee had recom- 
mended that the city privatize the 
golf courses to solve the mainte- 
nance problem. The committee 
said that privatization would bring 
additional revenue to the city, 
eliminate a bureaucracy, improve 
playing conditions and result in 
better golf for residents and tourists. 
The staff lepon said that neither the 
National Golf Foundation nor the 
United Slate Golf Association indi- 
cate that municipal management or 
private managemrat is a panacea. 

The only way the city could find 
out whether privatization would be 
more economically advantageous 
than municipal management would 
be to call for proposals for all three 
of the golf courses or only one. 

The Red Wing course would be 
the most logical for privatization, 
the staff said, because it is close to 
the resort area and has been prof- 
itable consistently. However, the 
status of the course, is uncertain 
because it is located on Federal 
property at Camp Pendleton. A 
joint subcommittee of the House 
and Senate has been established to 
study the use of Camp Pendleton 
and will report back to the 1993 
General Assembly. 

In fact, the staff recommendations 
hinged on what would happen to 
Camp Pendleton - and Red Wing. 
The staff recommended that die city 
•purchase land at Camp Pendleton 
for Red Wing I and 11 golf courses 
to be financed ($4.2 million) with 
the entoprise fund revenues. If the 
Camp Pendleton property rs not 
obtained, the staff recommends that 
the city immediately prepare a 
recreation facilities to acquire or 
designate partnership land else- 
where, pursue land donations, and 
use public-private partnerships to 
develop. 

Council accq)ted the staff report 
and instructed City Manager James 
K. Spore to return in 30 days with 
a recommended program. In addi- 
tion to purchasing the Camp 
Pendleton land, the staff has also 
recommended that the city pursue 
golf course development at city- 
owned property such as the 
Buffington/West Neck Creek prop- 
erty, and to have a Phase I envi- 
ronmental wetlands assessment 
performed immediately. 

Among other recommendations 
are the establishment of g0 cards 
for residents (for $25) wMfch will 
permit residents to play golf at re- 
duced rates, an increase in fees. 



reevaluating contactual arrange- 
ments with pros and food and bev- 
erage concessions, including cus- 
tomer satisfaction requirements, and 
monitoring course conditions and 
customer satisfaction. 

Phillips said that both Red Wing 
and Bow Credc need to be rebuilt to 
current USGA standards with enter- 
prise fund revenue. 

Also recommended is the devel- 
opment of a recreation facilities 
partnership for the construction and 
operation of the new golf course as 
well as an option for the existing 
Red Wing I course. 

The creation of a Public Recre- 
ation Facilities Authority (PFRA) 
to finance the acquisition and 
development of golf courses in the 
city, recommended by the 
VBPGCC, merits further study, the 
staff concluded. The concept is be- 
ing reviewed by the city staff as it 
would aj^ly to museums and con- 
vention facilities. Golf courses, the 
staff said, can be developed without 
a PFRA using either revenue bonds 
or general obligation bonds. 

The committee also suggested 
identifying golf course locations in 
areas such as Transition Zone III, 
but which is south of the Green 
Line, but the staff made no definite 
site recommendations except for 
Camp Pendleton. 

In offering incentives for devel- 
opers of golf courses, the staff ap- 
proves of incentives but concludes 
that it should not be the sole re- 
sponsibility of the public sector of 
to develop golf courses. 

At present, the city 
needs $9.4 million to up- 
date existing golf courses, including 
the purchase of the Camp Pendleton 
property and the construction of a 
high quality golf course. The Golf 
Course Enterprise Fund can support 
approximately $4 to $5 million. 
The other course is a public/private 
partnership. 

Councilman Paul J. Lanteigne 
said that the staffs recommendation 
is the best initial step. He said that 
the city has not put back in the golf 
courses the money it receives from 
their operation. He said that the 
city should "make sure we can pro- 
vide the best at the lowest cost for 
residents and charge more for out- 
of-staters." He said that courses to 
other localities charge more. 

He added that the conditions at 
the pubhc golf courses have already 
improved just because the city is 
taking a look at the courses. 

Councilman William D. Ses- 
soms Jr. said that when the com-

mittee was established there were 
two main issues - building a tust- 
class golf course in a way not to 
increase tourist fees and the location 
of a golf course in the southern part 
of the city in a way that will envi- 
ronmentally compatible. 

Councilwoman Reba McClanan 
said that she had some questions. 
She said that at the Bow Creek 
course continues to use outside 
consultants. She wanted to know 
who was going to oversee the 
courses from the staff when "we 
have been told we don't have any- 
one on the staff who is trained. 
We're going to have to change the 
way we operate." 

Spore replied that it was up to 
him to address the management of 
the courses. 

Mayor Meyera Obemdorf was in- 
terested in continuing discounts for 
the young and old, imposing no 
increase more that a dollar, and not 
displacing anyone. 

Maury Bailey called the staff re- 
port a "fine report," and said "this 
has a positive cash flow." He said 
that the same approach should be 
tried with other recreational units. 

He recommended an advisory 
committee of golfers to oversee the 
courses. 

William R. Nelson said the main 
issue was to provide services for 
ciUzens at a lower cost. City 
courses provide services for people 
who can't afford a club. He said 
that citizens want to be engaged in 
the operation of the courses because 
the city ends a continuous playback 
from the players. 

Roy W. Brun, president of the 
Larkspur Civic League, said he 
took exception to the partnership 
arrangement He said he is "scared" 
when the city is in partnership with 
someone out to make money. 
Common sense says it won't work, 
he said. "Ask yourselves: is this 
good for citizens or is this good for 
tourists?" 

Lou Pace, a council candidate, 
said that taxpayers ought to get 
something for nothing and 
shouldn't be expected to pay more 
in green fees. 

Henry L. Gordiner, representing 
the Red Wing Golf Association, 
just asked that council not let it 
drag out. He said that the land 
adjacent to the Commerce Center 
was considered for a golf course, 
but nothing was done. 

Al Strazzulo, of the Lynnhaven 
Colony Civic League, said at least 
20 to 25 golf courses are within 
striking distance of Virginia Beach. 
(Virginia Beach has 14 golf 
courses, including three public 
courses, or six less than the demand 
calculated by the Virginia Depart- 
ment of Conservation and Recre- 
ation.) 

He expressed skepticism over 
public/private partnership and urged 
caution on any partnership. He 
also said the city should be careful 
about the "card" population. Many 
who play regularly cannot affwd to 
pay $100 or $80 for a round of 
golf. They can't even afford $50. 
If the golf courses are built with 
city resources, they should be for 
the people.

Education 
must be high 
on city budget 




City Council on April 16 held flw 
first of two budget hearings. TTjese 
hearings are designed to aUow City 
Council the opportunity to hear 
public comment on the proposed 
Operating Budget for the city. 
In years past, there appeared to 
be little public 
interest in the 
budget beyond 
the effect on 
local taxes, 
with few 
citizens 
coming 
forward to 
speak about 
their ccmcems. 

This year 
however, 
council 

membo^ were 
treated to 
nearly two and 
one-half hours 
of testimcxiy 
on a variety of 
subjects, 
• including 

funding to public assistance 
programs and libraries. 

The majority of testimony came 
ftom people who were interested in 
maintaining a quality of sovices 
for themselves and their children. 
City employees weit well repre- 
sented and spoke effectively 
ccmconing dieir need for adequate 
compensation. Their pay checks 
become smaller as taxes and costs 
for health care premiums rise. They 
are asked to do more and more widi 
less and less. 

The greatest ouqmuring came 
from citizens coicemed about 
education. Association leaders and 
teachers addressed their concerns, 
but more importantly, parents, the 
true stakeholders in public educa- 
tion, spoke about the need to 
adequately fund our schools. 

Several parents indl-

beginning-<tf-the-year cranch that 
is placed on their finances, in 
addition to buying school clothes 
and sui^lies, and meeting routine 
househoM expenses. Still, others 
recognized the need to increase the 
pa pupil allocation for si^tplies 
and materials, which would 
ultimately allow teachers to keep 
more of their personal income.

adequately meet the needs of my 
students?" 

As die Virginia Beach Education 
Association's latest commercial 
states, the Schod Board budget is 
right - it is right for children, it is 
right for taxpayers and it is ri^t for 
parents.

The Census of 1990 re- 
veals that half of Miami's residents 
have trouble communicating in En- 
glish, due probably to the huge 
influx of Hi^Mmic aad Crec^ 
q}eaking Haitian immigrants. 

Douglas Massley, a Univosity 
of Chicago »x;iologist, stated in 
USA Today (Afml 3-5, 1992), 
Miami is die first truly bilingwd 
city.

million. However, eligible city aiid 
school employees would also re- 
ceive a 2.5 percent merit increase 
which would be effective on the 
employee's anniversary date, start- 
ing in July. 

The total cost would be $6.16 
million. Lanteigne's plan also in- 
cludes the manager's proposal to 
increase the city's share of em- 
ployee health insurance, starting in 
January, by $20 a month. The total 
cost here would be $1.26 million. 

Lanieigne said that his prqposal 
is merely another alternative for the 
staff to consido- and is aimed towaid 
helping the lower pay level em- 
ployee. His plan also retains the 
$1,200 ceiling per year for in- 
creases. 

Budget Director Dean Block ex- 
plained that a number of employees 
in both the schools and city are at 
the top of the pay range and there- 
fore would not receive the merit in- 
creases - 50 pwccnt on the city side 
and 20 pocent f^ the jchods. 

Councilman Louis R. Jones 
asked what the effect of die plan 
would be oflhe 1993-94 budget.

Taxpayers have a harder time 
getting information on their real 
estate tax bill from the City Asses- 
sor's Office. 

The paving materials used to re- 
pair some of the city's sueets don't 
look too good. 

The number of brochures pub- 
lished by the city to inform resi- 
dents is being cut by half. 

Fifteen to 2,000 job-seekers 
show up to apply for 10 city posi- 
tions. 

The Commonwealth's Attorney's 
Office doesn't investigate crimes 
involving the loss of less than 
$500. 

Are city savants falling down on 
dieir jobs? No. The ivoblem is 
there are fewer of them, and there 
may be fewer in the future. And 
there is less money for them to do 
their joi)s aldiough the demands {<» 
services haven't uniformly decreased 
with the dn){q)ing revenues. 

City Council knew about the bad 
news prior to the first opoating 
budget wotksh<9, held recently, tnit 
the workshop brought the poor 
state of the economy more sharply 
into focus. 

Budget Director Dean Block and 
various depsfftmoit heads went over 
the $666,143,088 operation budget 
ivc^xised by City Manager James 
K. Spore, department by depart- 
ment, getting through Public 
Woits. 

At the session were members of 
the School Board, invited specifi- 
cally by the council although the 
work sessions are open to every- 
body. Council will have a joint 
wodcshop widi die board on the 
School Board budget on April 28. 

Also present, were various rcpre- 
sent^ves of em|4oyee groups - the 
moa noticeable were die fuefigKt- 
ers because of their firefighters' 
jack^s. School Board and city em- 
{doyees teve abeady asked for a five 
peicoit salary increase instead of the 
two-aid-a-half percent increase pro- 
posed by Spore. 

Public Infmmatioo Director Pam 
Lingle said that her department is*" 
diinking about accepting ads for 
city publications - ta^efully done, 
of course. The Beam, the city's 
house organ, already carries some 
ads. Even so that department ex- 
pects to publish 50 percent fewa 
brochures and news releases and 
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odier public service announcements 
will be decreased by 43 percent 

Ten hours will be lopped off the 
hot line which will operate from 9 
a.m. to 5 p.m. instead of from 8 
a.m. to 6 p.m. 

City Attorney Leslie Lilley said 
that aldiough his budget is down 
$94,750, his office will offer the 
same level of service. 

Councilwoman Reba McClanan 
said she was impressed with the de- 
crease in the use of outside law 
firms. 

Lilley said diat aldiough $15,000 
has been set aside for outside con- 
sultants, he hope he wouldn't have 
to spend diat 

McClanan also questioned Lilley 
about the city attorney's office's 
control over the legal aspects of 
Lake Gaston. Lilley said that As- 
sistant City Attorney William 
Macali has been assigned full-time 
water resources attorney as of July 
1. The city will sdll retain the 
same outside law firm which has 
been handling the litigation. 

As for the constitutional ofTicCTS, 
such as the Treasurer, the com- 
monwealth's attorney and the sher- 
iff. Block said that the staff has 
tried to minimize the city's suppcHt 
of die offices which are siqiposed to 
be financed by the stale. 

Councilman John A. Baum said 
that the city would "do better to fi- 
nance our own people." 

Councilman Ro4)ert L. Clybum 
said that for the past two months he 
has received calls from constituents 
saying they have been unable to 
reach die City Real Estate Asses- 
sar's office by phone. He said diat 
diey have called at different times 
iKtween 9 a.m. and 1 p.m. when 
the lines to the office are (qien. 
"Are we cutting back so (kasU- 
cally?" he asked. He said diat city 
government is saving the citizens, 
and "if they can't access us . . ." 

McClanan said diat she did not 
diink that the staff had been cut 
enough to make that miK:h differ- 
ence. 

Jerald D. Banagan, city assesses-, 
said that he had two people on the 
phone all day (that is, frwn 9 a.m. 
to 1 p.m.). He ^d diat his office 
has been trying to get all die data in 
the computers fw foin- or five years, 
but diat it will take two years more 
to complete die transition. Then, 
he said, assessments have to be 
changed every year. 

Mayor M^ra (%enidorf pointed 
out tint many ma^ firms provide 
access to computers by lelqihone. 

Spore said that the staff is evalu- 
ating thtf. but that it wouM invdve 
Amher expenditun. 

Human Reswices Direct(W Fagai 
D. Sttckhouse said diat during the 



present economic situation, more 
employees tend to remain with die 
city, that turnover is 22-25 in any 
given month, but that die depart- 
ment needs to maintain its current 
staff levels because the applications 
are up considerably. Recendy, he 
said, 1,500 to 2,000 persons ap- 
plied for 10 positions. 

Block said diat if during the year 
when revenues are even less dian 
anticipated, and employment is 
frozen, then the city will have to 
look toward reducing the number of 
authorized positions. 

Albert Alberi, representing the 
Commonwealth's Attorney's Office 
said that office would radier not set 
a $500 floor below which we will 
not investigate, "but that's the way 
it is. If, however, that one crime is 
part of a pattern involving more 
than $500, the office will investi- 
gate. 

The recommended budget for die 
office is actually lower dian the 
current budget - $2,056,990 vs. 
$2,110,718, while all cases have 
been inaeasing over die last several 
years. The recommended case load 
for each attorney is 90-100. In 
Virginia Beach it's 135. 

The Sheriffs Depart- 
ment provided some good news. 
Unlike most area jurisdictions, die 
city does not have crowded condi- 
tions in its jail. 

The Pungo Project has been 
eliminated from die Healdi Depart- 
ment programs. The project assists 
elderly people in rural areas of the 
city, but serves a limited number of 
people, acceding to staff, who can 
be served by otha programs. 

As times get worse, business ac- 
tually increases for die Social Ser- 
vices Department which aitoiinisters 
to die most needy. Social Services 
Director Daniel M. Stone said that 
the deparunent has an enormous 
backlog. Cutting staff is difficult 
because, explained Stone, one of 
die inherent resp<Misibilities of so- 
cial services is paper work." He 
said that die numba of an>lications 
and on-going cases have increased 
57.4 pera»it satd 63.4 pen%nt. 

The local contribution to die rec- 
ommended $17,(»6,535 budget is 
98. 1 percent of die niginal budget 
for die current yes. 

A reorganizatran of the Police 
Dqartment reduces die number of 
divisions reporting to die police 
chief from five to diree. The cre- 
ation of two deputy chief positions, 
for operations and support, allows 
the department to eliminate die po- 
sitions of two majors, one c^Main 
and one Ireutenant (by attrition) for 
a savings of $276,000. 

Councilman Clyburn asked 



whether officers were being taken 
off the streelfoir (hvgawai^hess arid 
e^bdatioH pi«grams f^ sdhdoTbhtl- 
dren and crime prevention programs 
for Neighborhood Waich and Polke 
Adiletic League programs. Police 
spend 21,600 hours on the drag 
program and 13,500 hours on the 
community programs. 

Police Chief Charles Wall said 
that over a short term, the programs 
take die officers off the stieets but 
that behavior modification is a dif- 
ficult tiling. 

Mayor Obemdorf reported diat 
diousands of parents and children 
attended one program she was fa- 
miliar widi. 

Councilman James W. Brazier Jr. 
also brought up the volunteer pro- 
gram. He pointed out that volun- 
teers receive training during 22 
week-ends, offering their services 
free. The volunteer program costs 
die city $47,180 (die budget figure) 
but the volunteers' services are 
wordi $421,154. 

McClanan asked Wall for a run- 
down on how the proposed ovci- 
time policy (Spore would reduce die 
number of persons eligible for 
overtime) would affect the Police 
Department Wall replied diat die 
change woukl affect 480 officers. 

A big savings expected in the 
Public Works Depmmoit would 
result from in-house design work 
for less complicated road projects. 
The cost savings would amount to 
34 percent and Public Works has 
alrrady identified.28 projects which 
wUl cost $942,000 to design.

Jones said that some people think 
that deferring or eliminating Ferrell 
Parkway will save money, but it 
won't because state funds are being 
used for the project.

What 
the residents like is the asphalt 
resurfacing which makes the street 
look like new. but that's costly. 

The stone-topped street isn't new 
in Virginia Beach. Smith said. In 
fact the city is probably using it 
less because of the cutback in 
maintenance payments from the 
state. For the past two year, he 
said, these payments have been go- 
ing down. 

Where conditions of the road are 
similar. Smith said, the mainte- 
nance is similar. 

Still. McClanan said, "Put that 
stuff in front of your house and it 
looks like everything's run down." 

Vice Mayor Robert E. Fentress 
appealed to Smith to please "don't 
put the same stuff on 22nd Street." 
That street is the entrance to the 
city!

tions equipment, screens and head- 
sets line two walls. 

One wall is covered with a mural of 
an outdoor scene with a bright blue 
sky and leafy-green trees filling the 
landscape. 

Telecommunicators for fire, res- 
cue and some precincts sit to the 
right, as others are seated at stations 
in the middle of the room. There is a 
quiet hum of voices as the operators 
await calls on their headsets. 

"It's a challenging job. each day 
it's something different," said Gene 
Snow, communications supervisor 
for the Virginia Beach Police E)e- 
partmenL "It's not your run of the 
mill h umdrum job. Tliere'snotaday 
goes by that there's not some type of 
Ufe and death situation. Calls range 
anywhere from a stray dog. to a house 
fire to a homicide." 

Last week, the city of Virginia 
Beach obsoved National Telecom- 
municators' Week to honor the 81 
personnel who take Virginia Beach's 
91 1 calls and coordinate dispatch of 
o^icers for incoming calls. 

"If anyone needs assistance with 
police, fire and rescue we take the 
calls," said Melinda Bramley, a 
communications supervisor. 

The operators' primary responsi- 
bilities are to handle emergency 91 1 
calls, although after regular business 
hours, police telecommunicators 
also handle animal control, public 
works and public utilities calls as 
well. 

The police department is the only 
division in the city that works 24 
hours a day. seven days a week. 

"They are the gateway to the pub- 
lic." said Captain TV. Irving, com- 
manding officer of communications, 
"getting information from the public 
and getting it correctly, and passing it 
along to the service they need, 
whether it is for police, fu-e or rescue. 
correcUy." 

Bramley said that National Tele- 
communicators Week was a chance 
for these workers to be recognized. 

"I think people are becoming more 
aware of tlie role that the telecommu- 
nicators play." said Bramley. "In the 
past, everyone just remembered the 
officers who were there at the scene. " 

Bramley said that the Association 
of Public Safety Communication's 
officers was instrumental in having 
the special recognition week inbo- 
duced nationwide. 

Irving said that the recognition is 
important to the people working in 
emergency communication centers. 

"They are die point where people 
make contact, with the city." said 
Irving. "This week is the recognition 
for them and the job ihey perform in 
doing this task."

Snow said that the 
operators receive updated 

training twice each year. 

"Probably one of the most valu- 
able jobs done here, is our people are 
trained in CPR and how to give the 
instructions over the phone," said 
Snow. "1 think one of the most re- 
warding things is where this really 
saves a life." 



EWERGENCY CALLS 



The City of Virginia Beach 
responded to 250,112 police 
calls, 7,272 fire calls and 
23,401 rescue calls in 1991. 

For each of the 280,785 
servk:e calls made, a publk: 
safety telecommunicator 
fielded the call and relayed 
the informatton to the proper 
department. 



Snow, who supervises the opera- 
tors and occasionally take§ calls, 
said that calls vary greatly in se- 
riousness and severity, and that one 
.never knows what will come next. 

"Everyday, the type of stress is 
different," said Snow. "These people 
might get a call about a complaint, 
then a cardiac arrest, then maybe two 
calls about water service cut off, and 
then someone who's going to 
commit suicide. We've had people 
call up and do it right on the phone." 

Bramley said that aside from tak- 
ing calls and obtaining correct in- 
formation.to dispatch a call, the lele<- 
communicaior will stay on the line lo 
calm down the person while help is 
on the way. 

"The way they handle themselves 
really determines the response in an 
emergency that they handle the call 
correctly," said Bramley. "If they 
drop the ball it could mean the dif- 
ference between life and death."

Should English be 
official language? 
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trilingual: fluent in English, Span- 
ish and computer. 
^ One of those who disagreed was 
the late Dr. S.I. Hayakawa, who 
ctMisidered language a strong 
unifying force and championed the 
cause for English as our national 
language. In Cact. he helped found 
U.S. ENGUSH. a 250.000-mem- 
bn organization dedicated to the 
belief diat: English is, and ever 
must remain, the only official lan- 
guage of the people of the United 
States. 

"Say It In English," an article in 
Newsweek (Feb. 20, 1989), re- 
ported at that time that 17 stales 
had passed resolutions making 
English their official language. 
Twenty others were considering 
similv measures, requiring that 
government doctunents and public 
discourse be in English. 

Three bills have been 

introduced in the current 102nd 
United States Congress. Two, 
House Resolution 123 and Seniaie 
Resolution 434, would make En- 
glish die official language by 
stabite. Tht Congressional Record 
lists Virginia's 2nd District con- 
gressman, Owen Pickett, as a qmn- 
sor of the House bill. The third. 
House Joint Resolution 81, would 
make English our official language 
by amending the Constitution. 

CritKS argue that making En- 
glish an official language is a cover 



fw racism and bigotry. Sane sug- 
gest that ofBcial-English advocates 
are nK>dvatBd by fedings of eco- 
nomic and social insecurity. 

Others say the debate over 
official Enj^sh is not about 
language, but national identity. 
Sq>porters argue that newcomers, 
particularly HiqMuiics, do not want 
to enter the American mainstream. 
But opponents contend that the real 
question is how acculturation 
should proceed. 

Today, more than ISO languages 
are spokui in America, which is 
surely the most culturally diverse 
nation in die wOTld. We Ameri- 
cans cannot be expected to leant all 
of those languages. But all Ameri- 
cans, native-ban or naturalized, 
could communicate in English. 

Making it an officnl language 
for government would not deny 
tite right of any ethnic groups to 
sjpetk their native tongues in their 
homes and communities, nor 
would it restrict the study of 
{amgp languages in die puUic 
schools. 

This is an on-going ddMte, but I 
tend to believe that newcomers 
shoukl show dieir desire to 
become Americans by learning 
English, whether it remains 
unofficial or becomes official. 

Afto- all, as Alexis de Toc- 
queville once wn)(e,J'The tie of 
language is perhaps the strongest 
and most diuabie titat can unite 
mankind."

Recyclable 
plastic containers should have an 
SPl code on the boule to help 
recycling centers sort the plastic 
efficiently. Avoid styrofoam 
whenever possible - it will still

A primary source for the sec- 
ond "R" (reuse) is in the use of 
recycled forms/paper products. 
Following are some common 
que^ions about recycled paper. 

Whj has recycled paper 
becmnc so popular? 

Although the concept of recy- 
cling paper and other materials is 
not new, the interest in recycled 
piqper is at an all-time high. The 
U.S. is running out of landfill 
space, and municipalities and 
states nationwide are mandating 
recycling programs to reduce the 
waste sent to landfills and to 
lower disposal costs. The Com- 
monwealth of Virginia has man- 
dated a 10 pocent recycling goal 
for every town, city and county 



in the state for catendar year 
1991. 

In 1988, the Environmental 
Protection Agency (EPA) esti- 
mated that nearly 45 percent of 
municipal landfills would be 
closed in five years and 74 per- 
cent in 15 years. And, most ur- 
ban centers in the Northeast and 
Great Lakes regions will run out 
of lamtfill space by 1993, accord- 
ing to the National Solid Wastes 
Management Association. 
Meanwhile, EPA is placing 
strictN' requirements on the clo- 
sure and post-closure treatment of 
landfills creating costly barriers 
to those considering opening 
landfills in the future. Since ap- 
proximately 41 percent of the 



space in landfills is taken up by 
papa: and paperboard. t(iere is a 
big push to reduce the (mount <^ 
papa sent to landfills.

Our end goal is to reduce the 
numbo' of power plants needed to 
meet rising demand for electric- 
ity.

cled pq)er. EPA said post-con- 
sumer waste included "papCT, pa- 
perboard and fibrous wastes . . . 
after they have passed through 
their end usage as a consumer 
item." For example, paper col- 
lected firom your office recycling 
program that is used to make 
other paper would be considered 
post-consumer waste. 

EPA did not deflne pre-con- 
sumer waste, which is generally 
agreed to be converting waste and 
other waste not used by the in- 
tended ccmsumer. There are some 
gray areas, however, and dis- 
agreements over how pre- and 
post-consumer waste is the only 
way to ease the landfill crisis in 
the U.S. But some within the 
industry argue that pre-consumer 
waste must be incorporated into 
recycled p^r or it too would end 
up in landfills. Most recycled pa- 
pers contain large amounts of 
pre-consumer waste. Some, but 
not all, contain post-consumer 
waste. Ask your forms recycling 
specialist for the recycled content 
of the paper you buy and the def- 
initions used. 




What's the difference be- 
tween the two similar 
symbols used on paper, 
packaging and other prod- 
ucts? 

The recycling symbol (above, 
left) represented by three chasing 
arrows, may be used on products 
and packages made from recycled 
paper. It represents the three 
phases of r»;ycling - collection of 



recyclable materials, production 
into new recycled paperboard 
products and packaging, and con- 
sumer recognition of the role re- 
cycling plays in society. The re- 
cyclable symbol (above, right) is 
used on products that can be 
recycled. Neither the symbols nor 
the terms should be confused or 
used interchangeably. Some state 
labeling requirements govern the 
use of these and similar symbols. 

What products can I get 
in recycled paper? 

Several types of recycled pa- 
pers are available. Ask for letter- 
head, xerographic bond, en- 
velopes, business cards, and pro- 
motional brochures. Recycled 
carbonless paper, stock tab. tag 
stock and text and cover grades 
are available too. Minimum 
quantities may be required, and 
lead times are longer in some 
cases. A forms recycling special- 
ist will be able to analyze your 
individual forms requirements and 
advise you on the integration of 
recycled forms/products into your 
business forms' use. 

Because recycled paper is 
made from paper that has 
been used once, I thought 
it would be less expensive 
fhan virgin paper. I've 
l^ard that's not true. Can 
:yMi explain? 

Some grades of recycled paper 
cost the same as their virgin 
counterparts, and a few cost less. 
In other cases, recycled paper is 
more expensive. First, the 
collection and separation of 
wastepaper is a time- and labor- 
intensive process. Paper mills 
often are located in wilderness ar- 
eas, removed from the wastepaper 
generation of populous locations.

ing facilities. De-inking is the 
manufacturing process that re- 
moves contaminants, fillers and 
ink from paper that will be re- 
used. This additional processing 
step may add to the cost of some 
papers, dqiending on paper type 
and mill. 

Other economic factors drive 
the cost of recycled paper, 
including the economies of scale 
of pfq)erinills. Fbr these reasons, 
the cost diffierential, if any. will 
not be the same on all orders. 
Also, the cost of papa as a per- 
centage of a forms order varies 
depending primarily on quantity 
and the complexity of thie press 
set-up. 

How can I set up an of- 
fice recycling program? 

It may be helpful to woric with 
a professional forms company 
specializing in recycled products 
and a wastepaper dealer to deter- 
mine what products you want to 
recycle. It may not be economi- 
cally feasible to recycle some 
products, dqwnding on your vol- 
ume. Often 500 to 1,000 pounds 
of high-grade paper is the mini- 



mum for pick-up. In some cases, 
you may need to pay a wastepa- 
per company to haul your trash. 
There are certain questions you 
need to have answered concerning 
the waste pi4)er companies re- 
moval of your recycled and pre- 
mium wastepapn^. Make coiain 
you have an outlet established 
priw to starting your program. 
Also, you should have a reliable 



information and product source 
for your recycled product needs.

After 17 years, 4 neighborhoods 
have not realized all their dreams

It was 17 years ago that some of 
the less fortunate residents of- Vir- 
ginia Beach were given hope that 
they would have city water, city 
sewer, sU'eets with curbs and gutters 
and other amenities that other peo- 
ple in the city take for granted. 

The hope came in the form of the 
Community Development Block 
Grant program of the Department of 
Housing and Urban Development 
(HUD), which was designad to 
bring the lower-income neighbor- 
hoods up to par. 

The city selected 10 target neigh- 
borhoods - two were added later - to 
be beneficiaries of the program. The 
neighborhoods qualiOed by income. 

Now in its I7lh year of the pro- 
gram, eight of those neighborhoods 
have seen their dream realized. TTiey 
have water, sewer, roads, renovated 
housing and in some cases new 
housing. But it is what is happen- 
ing in the other four neighborhoods 
- or not happening - that bothers 
the people who have been involved, 
some from the inception of the 
program. 

Alice Green is one of those peo- 
ple - the chairman of the Citizens 
Advisory Committee and a resident 
of Newlight - one of the fortunate 
neighborhoods where improvements 
have been made with yearly federal 
entitlements. She was mainly con- 
cerned with the Queen City area 
where improvements have been 
mired in a confusion of property ti- 
tles. 

Another problem area is Burton 
Station, which has the misfortune 
of being located next to the regional 
airport in Norfolk. A large part of 
the neighborhood is in the airport's 
noise zone, which prevents the use 
of federal funds to improve the area 
are not pemiitted. But Isaac Herticrt 
fears that improvements in the 
residential area have been delayed 
because Burton Station is looked at 
as prime industrial land because of 
its location. 



The other two areas waiting for 
infrastructure improvements are 
Seatack and Atlantic Park, larger 
than the other areas and also im- 
pacted by an airport, this time the 
Naval Air Station at Oceana. 

On the motion of Councilman 
Robert L. Clybum, who had spon- 
sored the speakers at a recent coun- 
cil meeting, council directed City 
Attorney Leslie L. Lilley to work 
with the community to find a way 
to solve the title problem in Queen 
City. Lilley is to return to council 
with a recommended course of ac- 
tion. 

In restricting the motion to only 
Queen City, Clybum said that Bur- 
ton Station had another set of 
problems. 

Prior to the action. 

George Mimms, president of the 
Virginia Beach Chapter of the 
NAACP, raised the ire of some 
council members when he ha- 
rangued council for failing to ac- 
complish the redevelopment task in 
17 years. 

"Why are we so late?" he asked, 
mseriing racial issues (all the target 
areas are predominanUy black), and 
calling for the people to wake up. 
He said that the city has benefitted 



on the backs of target area residents 
who are now growing old. He said 
that the black community has con- 
tinued to hear that this can't be 
done, that can't be done and that 
there is no money. 

He said that title problems have 
existed all over the area of the city 
that was Princess Anne County, 
and that it was "no accident that the 
only place where the title problem 
can't be solved is in the target 
neighborhoods." 

Councilman James W. Brazier Jr. 
pointed out that the city has com- 
pleted eight out of 12 of the areas. 
He charged that Mimms imputed 
that "what you're saying is fact; 
what we say is rhetoric." He also 
took Mimms to task for the 
"insinuation . . . when your people 
wake up. I really don't think this 
city is racial. I don't think this city 
is prejudiced. You want to fight. 
Maybe there was a time to fight, 
but I don't think this is the time to 
fight." 

"One thing I'm not proud of," 
said Clybum when he came on 
council, wad that the city had out- 
door privies. He said he was 
asham»].

water restrictions on city water, 
there are no current restrictions on 
wells or other groundwater sources. 

Groundwater can be restricted 
only in severe situations if well 
failures jeopardize the health or 
safety of persons who depend solely 
on well water for all domestic uses. 
If this should occur, resu-ictions 
w(xild apply only in areas experi- 
encing pr^lems. 

Even though well water is not 
currently regulated in Virginia 
Be^, residents are encouraged to 
conse^ this water source as much 
as pos^ble.

Survey shows that 
many locals don't 
know candidates

Even though they can't pro- 
nounce their names, most Virginia 
Beach residents contacted in a recent 
Sun survey said they knew who the 
mayoral candidates up for election 
this May 5 are. 

"I know who's running ■-. it's 
Meyera Oberndorfer, Reva Mc- 
Clanan and that new guy - Dailey," 
said one Claypool Court resident, a 
36-year-okl homemaker. 

Over the phone late last week 
residents claimed the following 
people were running for mayor - 
Meyera Abindorf, Myrna Obemdorf, 
Meyera Odorf, Reba Maclan, Reba 
Lanon, "Glenn McLanan's wife," 
"Rebe McClanan's wife," Drew 
Bailey, Mark Bateman, and repeat- 
edly, "that new guy." 

Actually, the only candidates up 
for the mayorship are incumbent 
Meyera E. Obemdorf, City Coun- 
cil woman Reba S. McClanan and 
political newcomer Mark. S. Bai- 
ley. 

Fifteen of the 22 residents con- 
tacted could only name some ver- 
sion of the mayoral candidates' 
names, as well as mention a few of 
the 17 City Council candidates' 
names. 

But seven of the 22 said they did 
not realize that in Virginia Beach 
residents vote for candidates up for 
each seat that is being contested. A 
Kempsville Borough resident's vote 
carries as much weight for the 
Princess Anne Borough as does a 
Princess Anne resident's. On the 
ballots, the five seats up for elec- 
tion will be listed, and residents 
have the opportunity to pick one 
candidate per seat 

According to the voter registrar's 
office, 141,073 residents had regis- 
tered to vote as of March 3 1 . 

In the Sun survey many said they 
were still deciding for whom they 
would vote. 



"I'll be reading my newspaper on 
up through May 5," said 
Kempsville resident Lorraine Terry, 
a 37-year-old housekeeper. 

John P. Meyers of the

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City Council appeals decision to 
let private sewage in Sandbridge

City Council has voted unani- 
mously to appeal the decision of 
the Board of Zioning Appeals which 
would permit a developer to install 
a private sewage treatment facility 
to serve a proposed motel in Sand- 
bridge. 

Councilman John A. Baum re- 
marked, however, that a lot of the 
people who are opposed to the [hi- 
vate sewage system are also op- 
posed to extending public sewer to 
the Sandbridge area. 

Last June 17, Zoning Adminis- 
trator Patrick Janezeck refused to 
issue a permit for a sewage disposal 
system for a 48-unit motel at 204 
Sandbridge Road, because a private 
treatment facility is not allowed in 
a B-4 zoning district. 

C. Randolph 2^hmer, the devel- 
oper, appealed the zoning adminis- 
trator's decision to the Board of 
Zoning Appeals, which reversed the 
do:ision on March 18 of this year. 

R.J. Nutter, attorney representing 
Zehmer recently before council, said 
that he is confident the board made 
the correct decision. 

"If you proceed, it may be seen as 
an effort to slop what is seen by the 
Health Department as a viable al- 
lemativc," Nutter said. 

Barbara Henley, president of the 
Southeastern Association for the 
Virginia Environment (SAVE), 
repre^nting that organization and 
the Back Bay Restoration Founda- 
tion, said that "our concern has to 
do with procedure." She said if this 
applicant were allowed lo construct 
a private sewage system, other 
property ownen in the area who 
have sought sewage treatment 
plants would apply.

Lou Pace, a council candidate, 
pointed out that the city has an 
elected body which said what the 
developer can do, and that the law 
should be upheld. 

Jim O'Keefe, a Sandbridge resi- 
dent, said that he owned a motel 
with a private ueatment plant on 
Miliiary Highway for 16 years and 
"it was terrible." 

City Council has endorsed federal 
legislation requiring waierbed man- 
ufacUirers to attached labels warning 
consumers of the risk of leaving 
infants and handicapped children 
unattended on a waterbed. 

Council recently adopted a 
resolution, requested by Mayor 
Meyera E. Obemdorf, in support of 
tte legislation on the advice of the 
American Guild for Infant Survival, 
Inc. 

The guild advised that the inher- 
ent structure of watcrbeds poses a 
risk of suffocation to infants and 
handicapped children who cannot 
easily turn their heads to exuicate 
themselves from the depression 
caused by lying on a waterbed. 

According to the guild, over the 
past few years several infanLs and 
handicanJed children have died of 
asphyxiation when left unattended 
onwaiotttls.

For years, the American people 
have been told over and over that 
American schools and teachers are 
failing, that 
we are failing 
to prcficrly 
educate the 
children. 
Since we are 
failing, we 
must there- 
fore "reform" 
our schools. 
So, for the

Association. believes that 

.._i^_i___ this reform 
can only be accomplished through 
tuition tax credits, choice and 
voucher - the pouring of already 
searce tax dollars used for public 
schools, into private and parochial 
schools. A president who believes 
that full funding of Head Start 
should be accomplished by 
eliminating two-diirds of the 
children eligible for the program. 
Maryland has a governor who 
believes that education reform can 
be accomplished through the 
Maryland School Performance 
Program. This program rates 
schools and teachers on student 
attendance, student promotion 
rates, and lest scores among other 
things. And this program is funded 
out of ever shrinking dollars for 
education. 

Well, two recent studies are now 
claiming that exact opposite. The 
first, a report done by the Sandia 
National Laboratories of Albuquer- 
que. New Mexico, looked at sueh -> 
items as dropojjt prevention rates, 
standardized tests, college and uni- 
versity attendance, expenditures for 
education and international com- 
parisons. 

Ai the conclusion of their report 
they state, "Although we have 
shown in this report that there are 
indeed some serious problems at all 
levels of education, we believe that 
much of the current rhetoric goes 
well beyond assisting reform and 
actually hinders it. Much of the 
crisis commentary today claims 
total system-wide failure in 
education. Our research shows that 
this is simply not true." 

They found our graduation rates 
to be the "best in the world," that 
declining SAT scores are not a 
result of declining student perform- 
ances, but from the fact that more 
students in the bottom half of the 
class are taking the rest, that 60 
percent of our students attempt 
post-secondary education and that 
30 percent of today's youth will 
obtain at least a bachelor's degree, 
again in the best in the world. As 
for spending, we are average when

compared to other industrialized 
counties. As for international 
comparisons, they "found little 
credible data" for making these 
comparison. But that "the U.S. 
continues to lead the world in the 
percentage of young people 
obtaining bachelor's degrees." 

In February, Scientists American 
published a report on Indochinese 
refugee families and academic 
aihievement, and they state, 'The 
children of Southeast Asian boat 
people excel in the American 
school system. 

"A review of the factors underly- 
ing this achievement suggest that 
the U.S. educational crisis is more 
social than academic." They further 
go on to say, "It is clear that the 
U.S. educational system can work- 
if the requisite familial and social 
supports are provided for the 
students outside school." 

Yet, we are told 
every day that our 
schools are failing. And 

as proof, Japanese schools are held 
up as an example. Well, things are 
not as good in Japan as we have 
been let to believe. The general 
secretary of the Japan Teachers 
Union, Hiromu Hata. recently told 
NEA members at a conference in 
Portland that they are trying to 
change their schools to be ore like 
American schools. 

Today, in Japan, compulsory 
education is frohi a^fr^ix to 14 and 
only 65 percent of 14-year-olds go 
on to high school and only 35 
percent of those go on to college. 
The average student is usually in 
tutoring classes until 9 p.m. The 
average family spends 25 percent 
of their income on tutoring. Japan 
has the highest teen suicide rate in 
the world. They want to change 
Ihis. 

Starting this fall, Japanese 
schools will begin moving to a 5- 
day school week and will begin to 
allow time for the development of 
creativity and independent think- 
ing. 

So what is the answer? Maybe, 
just maybe, if those so hell bent on 
"education reform" would stc^ and 
talk to teachers - those on the front 
line, we could develop some 
positive changes. 

It would also help if politicians 
would Stop giving lip service to the 
importance of education and begin 
to provide the funds necessary to 
truly show that education is our 
priority.

Area Capital Improvement Pro- 
gram. 

In the six years since it began, 
$20 million of improvements have 
already been completed. The

produced a completely renovated 
boardwalk, 15 connector parks, 16 
blocks of Atlantic Avenue im- 
provements and a new Visitor 
Information Center. 

The third section of the Adantic 
Avenue Streetscape Project is now 
nearing completion. This monu- 
mental task includes improvements 
to Atlantic Avenue, adjacent side 
streets and boardwalk connector 
parks from Rudee Loop to 42nd 
SU'cet. The stfeetscaping also in- 
cludes removing all overhead 
utility lines, installing a new storm 
drainage system, enlarging the 
sidewalks and installing new 
benches, lights, trees and traffic 
signals. 

If you've been to the 

Oceanfront recently and seen 
the connector parks, you know 
what I mean when I say the 
landscaping, the colorful sidewalk 
pavers and pedestrian scale lighting 
are delightful. 

The resort improvements com- 
pleted so far have been so success- 
ful that the project has been 
accelerated to complete 10 blocks 
per year, instead of just five as 
originally planned. This means the 
Atlantic Avenue Streetscaping will 
be completed in the spring of 1995 
- three years ahead of schedule! 

This spring, 16 continuous 
blocks of sUeetscape improvements 
will be complete from 9th to 25th 
Streets. Many of the owners of 
retail shops and hotels in this area 
have taken this opportunity to 
improve their own properties to 



further enhance the revitalization 
efforts. 

The Resort Capital Improvement 
Program will continue through the 
year 2000. Future resort projects 
include the City Gateway Project, 
public beach improvements, Rudee 
Walk, Ocean Walk and the Dome 
Area Redevelopment. These 
projects will continue to improve 
the appearance, enjoyment and 
economic viability of the resort 
area. They've already proved their 
value and are indeed causes in 
themselves for optimism. 

If your spirit needs a lift, I 
suggest that you visit our 
oceanfront once the improvements 
are finished this year. It's like 
watching a glorious butterfly

What is "cool"? 

Cool is eating Chee-tos and Honey 
Combs, playing with G.I. Joe and 
having the latest

advertisers are 
defining "cool" 
to children. 

From the time 
they are old 
enough to watch 
TV, children are 
smothered with 
messages of 
what they need 
and do not need. 
They are com- 
paring them- 
selves and what 
they have to 
what they see on 

television. 

Having obtained a degree in ad- 
vertising, 1 realize the importance of 
good ^vertising in today's business- 
mented society. However, mttth of 
television advertising contradicts the 
values parents arc uying to instill in 
their children. 

Every Saturday morning and every 
evening after school, millions of 
children in the United Slates sit en- 
tluBlled in front their TV ret. In fact, 
K^cording to Richard Zoglin in the 
Time article. "Is TV Ruining Our 
Children?." an average child will 
have watched 5,000 hours of televi- 
sion by the time he begins Tirst grade. 
By the time he gnxluates from high 
^hool, the child will have watched 



19,000 hours of TV - more time than 
he will have spent in class. 

A study done at the University of 
Montana shows that among these 
hours of watching TV, the average 
child watches about 22,000 com-

mercials every year. Hour after hour, 
these children are falling victim to 
well developed advertising strate- 
gies. 

SpeciHcally, children's television 
advertising promotes materialism, 
violence, bad eating habits and an 
unattainable "image." Millions of 
dollars are spent each year to tell 
children that their personality can be 
defined by the amount of things they 
possess. Being happy means having 
things • a lot of things. 

Advertising is not just confined to 
commercials, however. According 
to a study done at the University of 
Kans^, in the last eight years, ccxn- 
mereialism in children's television 
has risen dramatically with the in- 
crease of product-related programs. 

Product-related programs arc tele- 
vision shows developed sp«;irically 
with the intent of selling toys or other 
products relating to the characters on 



the show. 

According to Esther Thorson. in 
htrbooV., Advertising Age: ThePrin- 
ciples of Advertising at Workyihetwo 
companies most active in turning 
their popular toys into TV programs 
are Hasbro Inc. and Mattel Toys. In 
fact, Hasbro has successfully used 
the program The Transformers to sell 
their Transformers toy line. The 
product pulled in more than $100 
million in its first year, making it the 
most successful toy inuoduction 
ever. 

Children's television advertising 
has become a major issue to various 
groups. In October of 1990. Con- 
gress passed the new Children's 
Television Act which limited chil- 
dren's advertising to 10-and-a-half 
minutes per hour on weekends and 
12 minutes per hour on weekdays. 
However, there are still problems 
with product-relatol programs and 
the content of commercials. 

While this problem is far from 
being solved, parents should guard 
against the effects of advertising by 
watching what kinds of toys and 
p-oducts they purchase for their chil- 
dren. They .should actively build the 
sclf-esieemof the child instead of let- 
ting the child determine his or her 
own image by the standards of adver- 
tising. 

Even though tctevision is an in- 
tegrated part of our society, parents 
still have the decision to turn the set 
off. They can stop their children 
from watching as miKh TV and 
avoid programs that are intended to 
be long commercials. 



Especially when the reason is for 
the disappointment is that money is 
in short supply. 

The youngster who doesn't know 
that may not understand and feci his 
parents don't love him as much as 
before. 

But there is no need for the 
heartbreak or disappoinuncnt if ev- 
eryone understands what is happen- 
ing and all the family members are 
talking with each other. 

In these difficult economic times, 
there will be more and more occa- 
sions when a promised purchase - 
clothing or a new game - is just too 
costly. 

Keeping communica- 
_tion open and im- 
proving it are the 
most important sug- 
gestions for coping 
¥^th problems, in- 
cluding financial 



ones. 



But if everyone knows that it is 
not love that is being rationed, but 
only money, the disappointment 
and heartbreak will be softened. 

For many families talking about 
the financial situation - letting the 
youngsters and all the family 
members know what the circum- 
stances arc - fosters more realistic 
expectations, and, perhaps, fcKuscs 
on the joy of being part of a fam- 
ily. 

Keeping communication open 
and improving it are the most im- 
portant suggestiwis for coping with 
problems - including financial ones.

A member of the food bank at- 
tends the concert and speaks to the 
audience for a few minutes about 
what the food bank is and where the 
donated food goes. 

The guitar society has planned 
several upcoming food bank bene- 
fits, including one on Saturday, 
May 6 at 8 p.m. at Emmanuel 
Episcopal Church at 17 Bainbridge 
Avenue in Cradock. 

"We heard about it from one of 
our members who is a member of 
the (guitar society) group," said 
Rev. L. Jerome Taylor of Em- 
manuel Episcopal Church. "We're 
doing it as a service to the commu- 
nity and as an effort to feed needy 
people. We strongly support the 
effort and think it would be some- 
thing good for the community." 

Emmanuel Episcopal, which has 
about 75 people in its congrega- 
tion, will host the event as part of 
its mission to serve organizations 
in need. 

"People from the church, they 
will get the opportunity to be in- 
volved in offering service to the 
community both through the bene- 
fit concert and the overall effort to 
provide food to the food bank and 
be involved in an overall effort," 
said Taylor, who has been Em- 
manuel Episcopal's minister for 
more than two years. 

The next concert in Virginia 
Beach slated for Saturday. June 20 
at 7 p.m. at the Heritage Store on 
Laskin Road. 

Sam Dorsey, 38, president of the 
guitar society and a Norfolk resi- 
dent, said the benefit concerts 
originated as part of the group's 
outreach programs outside of its 
regular 13-concert season. 

"Originally it was a way to find 
venues as a community service," 
said Dorsey, who has been playing 
guitar for 20 years. "We thought, 
why not make it a better commu- 
nity service by charging food for 
admission to give to the food 
banks." 

Last year, the Food 
Bank of Southeastern 

Virginia distributed 6.5 million 
pounds of food to 400 agencies in 
Portsmouth, .VirgiRJA ^fteach, 
Chesapeake, Norfolk, Suffolk, 
Smithfield, Hampton and Franklin. 
"There's never enough food." said 
Gwen Froehlich, a resident of the 
Brigadoon section of Virginia Beach 
and a VISTA volunteer at the food 
bank distribution center in Norfolk. 
"If there was enough then we would 
eliminate hunger in the area." 

Froehlich said that 170.000 
Hampton Roads residents are poor 
and considered at risk or needing 
assistance with housing, utilities, 
medical or food assistance during 
the year. In December of 1991, 
3.000 homeless people were turned 
away firom shelters.

Froehlich said that Slater ap- 
proached her "out of the blue," 
about two years ago to set up a 
program where the Classic Guitar 
Society could work with the food 
bank to help the hunger problem in 
the area. 

"I know that they have helped us 
bring in thousands of pounds of 
food, and along with the food, they 
help promote the awareness." said 
Froehlich. 

Froehlich said that the guitar so- 
ciety concerts have had a "snowball 
effect" on community involvement 
for the food bank. For example, 
one Virginia Beach school teacher 
attended a guitar society food bank 
benefit concert and then helped his 
Students organize a food drive to 
benefit the food bank. From that 
event'' came a food show at the 
Pavilion in Virginia Beach. 

"This year I'm really happy with 
it," said Slater, 34, who has been 
playing guitar for 23 years. "I'm 
really happy to see more people 
getting involved."

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As for the churches which 
Mimms said were not permitted to 
have day care because they do not 
have city sewer, Clybum said that 
the chances of getting city sewer to 
the churches in question are remote. 

Councilman John A. Baum sec- 
onded Clybum's motion, but said to 
Mimms, "I don't appreciate your 
rhetoric one bit. Your preaching 
turns me off. I want to help the 
people. Your type of rhetoric 
hurts." 

Virginia Beach has no Redevel- 
opment and Housing Authority 
which would have the right of con- 
demnation that would serve in the 
Queen City situation. However, 
target area residents have fought the 
creation of such an authority in fear 
that people would lose their homes 
and property as was the case in 
Norfolk. 

Last year, the Virginia Beach 
Development Authority asked 
council to request the General As- 
sembly to grant condemnation au- 
thority to the Development 
Authority. Council modified the 
request to require City Council ap- 
proval of each condemnation. 

Residents of the target areas had 
objected to extending authority, 
which they believed should be re- 
stricted to an elected body like City 
Council, rather than an appointed 
body like the development author- 
ity. Council approved the request of 
the Development Authority, with 
the modification, but by a vote of 
6-5. 

Because of the close vote, said 
Robert Matthias, intergovemment 
affairs director for the city. Senator 
Clancy Holland did not feel com- 
fortable about submitting a bill. 
Instead, he submitted another bill 
which would give City Council the 



power of eminent domain; that is, 
the council would be permitted to 
have the authority to condemn 
property for economic purposes if 
the condemnation was for an over- 
riding public purpose. 

The bill was carried over until 
next year. Matthias said that the 
Supreme Court is expected to render 
an opinion this year on an eminent 
domain case and the General As- 
sembly also is waiting for this de- 
cision before taking any action on 
the local request. 

Burton Station, like Queen City, 
has title problems. 

Councilman Harold Heischober 
said that the power of ccxidemnation 
is a double-edged sword. He said 
that the Development Authority 
might have been successful except 
for the concern among the target 
area residents. 

Maryann Ustick, director of 
Housing and Neighborhood Preser- 
vation, said that her department 
does not want to involv e itself in 
an adversarial situation. She said 
that one problem in Queen City is 
that a majority of the homes in 
Queen City overlap property line^. 
The people, however, are willing to 
redraw the lot lines, she said. 

Ernest L. Benson, president of 
the Queen City Civic League, said 
that the top priority should be 
given to clearing the titles because 
Community Development funds are 
no use otherwise. 

In cases where land is valuable. 
Councilman Louis R. Jones said, 
titles can be cleared but that the 
people in the target areas can't af- 
ford the expense. 

Not only do some of the proper- 
ties have multiple owners, but oth- 
ers have owners who do not live in 
the community. 

Benson said that the only people 
who have not signed the petition to 



help to clear the titles are the out- 
side property owners, but Lilley 
said that every heir has to sign as 
well as the current residents. 

Green pointed out that the city 
has been facing all these problems 
for many years and the people have 
been told that "they were in the city 
attorney's hands. These people need 
relief because it looks like the 
Community Development money 



is going to run out." She com- 
plained that people in the have-not 
communities have accused her of 
not caring about the others and that 
this was not the case. 

Jones said that one reason for 
wanting the condemnation authority 
for the development authority was 
to clear up the titles in Burton Sta- 
tion. "You were one of the people 
who objected," he said to Herbert. 



"You folks are your own worse en- 
emy. The issue is whether or not 
Burton Station will have industrial 
development or residential . . . Ev- 
ery time you have objected." 

Green insisted that the people 
were not against condemnation au- 
thority, but wanted City Council to 
be the ultimate authori^. 

Heischober pointed out that 
council had chmiged the request so 



that the developrfient authority 
could not condemn i»openy in any 
area unless it was approved by 

COIBICil. 

Mayor Obemdorf said that the 
residents had made it clear that they 
wanted the authority to be in die 
hands of City Council. 

"The reasons we've been waiting 
for 18 years," said Jones, "is bee 
cause of what I told you."
